GORDON BROWN surren¬ 
dered the power to set interest 
rates to the Bank of England 
. yesterday in a surprise .move 
designed to prove Labour's 
determination - to control 
inflation. 

The Chancdlor announced 1 
one of the biggest changes in. 
economic policy-making this 
.century moments after raising 
the base rate a quarter point to 
6-25 per cent. 

It was to be his first and last 
interest rate pronouncement, 
he said, as he explained that 
future derisions were to be 
taken out of politicians’ hands 
to prevent diem seeking short¬ 
term popularity with the 
voters. 

The decision delighted the. 
City, sending both die pound 
and the stock market to new 
highs. The FT-SE 100 index 
cleared 4.500 for the first time, 
dosing up 53.7 at 45193, and 
the pound touched a post- 
ERM record, rising more than 
2 ‘2 pfennigs to DM25202. 

Traders were surprised at 
the speed and scale of. the 
reforms, but. they said.they.; 
boded well for Mr Brown’S.; 
reputation and wenT some 
way to achieving his;-stared 
aim of being andiron chancel¬ 
lor". The interest ra tense was : v 
also widely apfdauded in the' 
City, which has become in¬ 
creasingly concerned about - 
' the speed of economic growth.. 

Explaining his derision yes¬ 
terday. Mr Brown said that 
the higher rate was necessary 
to stop inflation overshooting 
the Government's 25 per cent 
target next year. Economic 
forecasts had shown that there 
was a threat from increased 
consumer spending, surging 
house prices, higher earnings 
and the growing money sup-r 
ply. Aides suggested thatTrea- ■ 
sury figures showed. - that 
inflation could be nearer .4 per¬ 
cent by the end of nott year.

From next month, Eddie 
George, the Governor of the 
Bankof England, and a nine- 
member committee twB deter¬ 
mine interest rates to meet an 
inflation target set.by the 
Government. 

The new monetary policy 
committee wiU include four 
people appointed by the Chan¬ 
cellor. One of whom will be a 
second deputy governor to join 
Howard Davies, the existing 
deputy governor. Gayyn Da- 
vies, chief international econo¬ 
mist at Goldman Sachs, is the 
favourite for tile, post- Two 
'more' members with three- 
year contacts will be appoint¬ 


ed by Mr George and the 
committee will set interest 
rates by majority vote. 

The Prime Minister, who 
planned the announcement 
with Mr Brown an Sunday 
night, was said to regard the 
"move as “the biggest derision 
in - economic. policy-making 
since the war", giving impor¬ 
tant signal that Labour would 
govern in the way it promised. 
It was arbold. decisive act of 
leadership that showed “we 
will not shirk from any deci¬ 
sion that will help the long¬ 
term prosperity of Britain", 
Downing Street said. 

Mr Brown told his Treasury 
press conference: “This is the 
rime to take the tough deci¬ 
sions we need for the long¬ 
term interests and the 
prosperity of the country. We 
will not shrink, from the tough 
derisions needed to deliver 
stability for long-term growth. 
I have therefore derided to 
give the Bank of England 


operational responsibility for 
setting interest rates, with 
immediate effect.” 

Although the changes take 
place immediately, they will 
be backed by a short Bill next 
month. The Chancellor will 
have powers to override the 
Bank in exceptional circum¬ 
stances — for example if war 
breaks out —. but in most 
cases, including a run on the 
pound. Mr George and his 
committee would take foil 
responsibility for any emer¬ 
gency changes in interest 
rates. 

Mr Brown vigorously de¬ 
nied that the move marked the 
first step to signing up to a 
single European currency, 
saying the reform was “a 
British solution to suit British 
domestic needs’*. It was still 
highly unlikely that the Gov¬ 
ernment would adopt the euro 
in 1999, and further legislation 
would be needed to meet the 
blueprint for independent cen¬ 
tral banks outlined in the 
Maastricht criteria. 

Under those terms the Bank 
would have to have the power 
to set inflation targets, which 
at the moment remains in the 
Chancellors hands. 

While the move was wel¬ 
comed in die City, it was 
immediately attacked by Mr 
Brown’s predecessor. Kenneth 
Clarke, who was constantly at 
odds with Mr George oyer 
whether rates needed to rise. 
He said they would now 
almost certainly go up. 

“1 wouldn't have made this 
interest rate rise for a start 
because nothing economically 
has changed since 1 last decid¬ 
ed not to." Mr Clarice told BBC 
Radio 5 live. Mr Brown had 
rushed to hand over responsi-

Lesson 
taught by 
Labour

LABOUR'S plan for the Bank 
of England was modelled on 
the reform nf the New Zealand 
Reserve Bank which turned a 
chronically inflation-prone 
economy into one of the best 
managed in the world. 

The central bank was grant¬ 
ed independence by New Zea¬ 
land's Labour Government in 
1989 and Don Brash, the 
governor, was put on perfor¬ 
mance-related pay. His task is 
to keep inflation under 3per 
cent to maintain his salary. If 
prices shoot up he could even 
lose his job. 

Inflation was at 14 per cent 
when die reform was pro¬ 
posed and has stayed within 
the target range of zero to 2 per 
cent for most of the 199Us. 
Interest rates have been re¬ 
duced. 

As part of economic reforms 
that influenced the thinking of 
Tony Blair and his colleagues. 
Mr Brash was given a con¬ 
tract which sets targets for 
inflation and price stability’. 

Interest rates and other 
monetary matters are set by 
the central bank without inter¬ 
ference but outside advisers 
from industry, finance and 
universities are am suited. 

The sovereignty of parlia¬ 
ment is preserved and the 
Government has the right to 
override (he price stability 
objectives in an emergency. 
The independent Federal Re¬ 
serve in .America and the 
Bundesbank in Germany op¬ 
erate in federations with states 
having representatives on 
rheir boards. In I9S9. George 
Blunden. then deputy gover¬ 
nor of the Bank of England, 
said central bankers look at 
Mr Brash "noi only with envy 
but also with awe".

WILLIAM HAGUE will enter 
the race for the Tory leader¬ 
ship today after pulling out of 
a pact with Michael Howard 
under which he would have 
run as the former Home 
Secretary’s deputy. 

The former Welsh Secretaiy 
will announce his challenge 
after abandoning a deal in 
which he would have cam¬ 
paigned with Mr Howard on 
a “dream ticket". His move 
^provoked acrimony at the top 
of the party only four days 
after John Major stood down. 

The two men were reported 
by Mr Howard* friends to 
have sealed an agreement 
over a glass of champagne late 
on Monday night Arrange- 
mentsbad even been made for 
them to appear together at a 
press conference yesterday, it 
was said 

Mr Hague’s supporters saw 
ft differently. They said that 
Mr Howard had misunder¬ 
stood Mr Hague’s position 


and that the decision had 
never.been final. Mr Hague, 
they said, had left scope for 
further discussion the next 
morning, when he did indeed 
tell Mr Howard that he was 
going to make his own chall¬ 
enge. It was clear last night 
however, that Mr Hague re¬ 
gretted what had happened. 

- The former Home Secre¬ 
tary, who had hoped to have 
Mr Hague by his side, went 
ahead with his own leadership 
campaign launch at which he 
was backed by several senior 
MPs and former ministers. 

While trying to concentrate 
on his pitch for the Tory top 
job. repeatedly promising that 
he would "lead tom the 
front", Mr Howard said that 
he and Mr Hague had agreed 
a joint bid. “An agreement 
was reached with Mr Hague. 
He had second thou gilts. He 
was perfectly entitled to have 
second thoughts," he said. 

The dispute delighted the 
camps of two other rightwing 
candidates, John Redwood,- 
who also made his pitch for 


the crown yesterday, and Peter 
Lilley, whose team were claim¬ 
ing increasing support, in¬ 
cluding possibly that of 
Gillian Shephard. Stephen 
Dorrell is likely to enter the 
contest today. 

Mr Hague’s decision was 
an obvious blow to Mr How¬ 
ard. The “dream ticket", com¬ 
bining the supporters of both 
men. would have been hard to 
stop. But Mr Howard had an 
impressive array of former 


ministers, including Francis 
Maude. David Maclean and 
David Davis, wirh him yester¬ 
day and his camp voiced con¬ 
fidence about the contest. 

Mr Howard said the party 
must listen to the electorate. 
“We must make die changes 
required to modernise the 
party’s campaigning, presen¬ 
tation and publicity." He put 
himself forward as the man 
who could again do battle with 
“his old sparring partner"

Tony Bl3ir. whom he had 
faced when the Prime Minis¬ 
ter was Shadow Home Secre¬ 
tary and Employment Secre¬ 
tary. ”1 have a clear sense of 
purpose.

Mr Redwood said his two 
years on the back benches 
after his last challenge gave 
him the advantage because he 
would not have "to defend old 
policies. "The others will have 
to explain how they stayed 
there defending those policies 
to the bitter end." he said and 
he insisted that he wanted to 
keep the Conservative Party as 
a “broad church". 

He added: “The problem is 
that we don’t have enough 
worshippers at the moment. 
We have to find a lot mure and 
we wont do that by only 
having one issue and one 
theme."

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Drunk driver facing execution over women’s death

FOR the first time in America a man 
may be executed for drank diiving- 
Thomas Janes, 39. has been convict¬ 
ed of first degree murder over the 
death of two 19-yearoId woman stu¬ 
dents. who died when his car ploughed 
' into theirs last, year while he was high 
on painkillers and beer. 

A jury in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, was yesterday deciding if he

should be sentenced to death. The case, 
the dearest illustration yet of Ameri¬ 
ca's growing intolerance of drunk 
driving, is bang watched closely 
throughout the country. 

Similar cases are pending in other 
parts of North Carolina and Kentucky. 
“People who drive drunk and reckless¬ 
ly can kill people just as much as they 
can Icfll'tftem with a gun or a knife," 
Vincent Rabil, the assistant district 
attorney, said. 


Jones had been taking various 
painkillers for more than 16 years since 
he lost part of his left leg in a lawn- 
mower accident- Arrested on three 
oiher occasions, he has been convicted 
twice on charges of driving while unfit 
to do so. In the third case, still pending, 
he almost hit a deputy sheriffs car 
after taking pills with beer chasers.

NOTHING that Gordon Brown is 
likely to do as Chancellor will have 
as much lasting importance as his 
decision 10 make the Bank of 
England operationally responsible 
for setting interest rates. 

At a stroke, Mr Brown has 
removed one of past Labour govern¬ 
ment:;' main areas of vulnerability, 
the doubts of City markers about 
their commitmenr to low inflation. 
However, as Eddie George. The 
Bank Governor, noted, monetary 
and fiscal policy have to be compati¬ 
ble. so Mr Brown will have to 
deliver on his pledge to be tough on 
spending and borrowing. 

Tony Blair was only partly exac- 
seratine when he claimed it was

"the biggest decision in economic 
policy making since the War". It 
certainly puts into perspective the 
Lilliputian manoeuvrings Df the 
Tory leadership contenders. 

In a delightful irony, the decision 
was criticised by Kenneth Clarke for 
being likely to produce “tighter 
monetary policy" than otherwise 
and was praised by Norman 
Lamont for promising “sound 
money”. Labour governments have 
often been criticised by rhe Left for 
ending up — usually after financial 
crises — as the bankers’ friends. But 
the Blair Government has started 


from this position and given itself 
greater freedom to manoeuvre. 

It was very much Mr Brown’s 
inti native, nurtured over the past 
two years, and builds on Mr 
Clarke's decision to make monetary 
policy more open. Labour’s state¬ 
ments in opposition had been 
ambiguouson riming, panly. it now 
looks, to avoid pre-election criticism. 
Mr Brown was persuaded of the 
need to act now by the pre-election 
differences between Mr Clarke and 
the Bank and by discussions in 
Washington. Mr Blair accepted the 
case a couple of months ago, while 


the two other members of the “big 
four" ( John Prescon and Robin 
CookJ agreed on Sunday evening. 
The rest of the Cabinet was consult¬ 
ed yesterday morning, though this 
hardly gave time for anyone to 
object. 

The decision has enormous con¬ 
stitutional implications. Hie tradi¬ 
tional objection has been that giving 
the Bank responsibility for interest 
rates undermines accountsbility to 
Parliament. As Mr Clarke said 
yesterday; "It wont be good enough 
for him to rum round and say. 'It^ 
not my responsibility any more, 
guv. I've handed over "control to this 
committee. You must go and com¬ 
plain to them if they get it wrong'.” 


Mr Brown's response is that the 
Bank will operate within economic 
objectives and., in particular, an 
inflation target that is set by the 
Government. 

The new monetary policy commit¬ 
tee will be largely nominated by the 
Chancellor, though to be credible its 
members will have, in Mr Brown’s 
phrase, to be "recognised experts”. 
The discussions, and any voces, will 
be made public. The Bank will also 
report “on an enhanced basis" to the 
Treasury Select Committee, which 
recommended similar arrange¬ 
ments to those that are now being 
adopted. 

The only bigger decision that Mr 
Brown might make is to recom¬ 


mend entry into a single currency, 
though he repeated that .it was 
“highly unlikely" that Britain,would 
join in a first wave, in IW, 
Yesterdays decision leaves open 
-either option. It removes control of 
interest rates from ‘ politicians, 
though further legislation would be 
required on the Bank's status before 
entry into monetary union. Opera¬ 
tional independence for the Bank 
will, however, reassure the markets, 
which might have become unsettled 
ahead of a decision on monetary 
unibri.

Reform drafted 
on the last lap 
of election victory

THE letter to Eddie George 
outlining Gordon Brown’s 
plans to give the Bank of 
England independence over 
interest rates was drafted in a 
London hotel on a laptop 
computer 3b hours before 
Labour won the election. 

Gordon Brown and Ed 
Balls, his economic adviser, 
put the final touches to the 
proposals on Mr Balls' com¬ 
puter last Wednesday as the 
polls suggested that Labour 
was heading for a landslide 
victory. 

The idea had been conceived 
two years earlier when Mr 
Balls, then aged 2S. presented 
a paper to Tony Blair and Mr 
Brown suggesting the Bank 
should set interest rates. 

On Friday. Mr Brown 
moved swiftly. Within hours 
of celebrating Labour's win at 
the Festival Hall and being 
appointed Chancellor. Mr 
Brown went to the Treasury. 
He told Terry Bums, the 
Permanent Secretary, of his 
plans and showed him the 
draft letter to the Governor. 

That announced bluntly: 
“The Government intends to 
give the Bank of England 
operational responsibility for 
setting interest rates. The Gov¬ 
ernment plans to provide in 
the Queen's Speech for legisla¬ 
tion to amend the Bank of 
England Act 19*16." 

Mr Bums’ officials worked 
overnight and through the 
weekend to get the necessary 
paperwork together to an¬ 
nounce the most sweeping 
reform of the Bank of England 
for 300 years. Mr Brown and 
his advisers spent the week¬ 
end combing the Treasury 
books, to assess the real state 
of the nation's finances. 

By Sunday the Chancellor 
realised that "corrective ac¬ 
tion" had to be taken immed¬ 


iately to stop inflation breach¬ 
ing the Government's target of 
L5 per cent. Government 
sources said yesterday that it 
looked as if inflation was 
heading for nearer 4 per cent 
by the end of nexi year. He 
decided then that (tie changes 
to allow the Bank of England 
to set interest rates should be 
announced at once. 

On Sunday night, Mr 
Brown went to see the Prime 
Minister at his home in Isling¬ 
ton. Mr Brown and Mr Blair 
consulted John Prescott, the 
Deputy Prime Minister, and 
Robin Cook, the Foreign Sec-

reiary, by telephone and then 
agreed that the announcement 
should be made on Tuesday. 

On Monday the Chancellor 
asked Mr George to a meeting 
ai the Treasury at 9am the 
following morning. Mr 
George had no prior know- 
ledge'of the impending bomb¬ 
shell. Although Mr Brown 
and Mr Blair had discussed 
reforms of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land on several occasions with 
Mr George over the last two 
months, the Governor had no 
idea of the speed with which 
the Chancellor would act 

He was told that the 
planned monthly meeting be¬ 


tween the Chancellor and Mr 
George would take place as 
usual but be brought Toward 
one day. to Tuesday May 6. to 
agree any interest rate 
changes. Mr Brown wanted to 
be seen as the Iran Chancellor 
prepared to take tough “cor¬ 
rective" action. From then on 
the Bank of England would be 
given the freedom to set inter¬ 
est rates. Mr George was 
sworn to secrecy. 

Ai Sam yesterday, morning 
the Press Association and 
other news wires were told 
only that the meeting with 
Eddie George had been 
brought forward. Speculation 
abounded about an interest 
rate rise. At the same time 
other Cabinet members were 
phoned to be told about the 
impending announcement 
and Mr Cook and Mr Prescott 
saw Mr Blair at Downing 
Street. 

Reporters were then "locked 
in" at the Treasury until Ham. 
when Mr Brown declared that 
interest rates would go up by 
0.25 per cent and that he 
intended to make the Bank uf 
England independent with 
immediate effect. 

The plan had been plotted 
for over four years. In 1993 
Gordon Brown presented a 
polity document, A new Eco¬ 
nomic Approach, to the party 
conference which suggested 
that the Bank of England 
should be reformed to make it 
more representative and ac¬ 
countable. In the spring of 
1995 Ed Balls drafted his 
paper for Mr Blair and Mr 
Brown going one step further 
and suggesting that the Bank 
should have operational re¬ 
sponsibility for interest rales.

THE City will give a final 
verdict on Gordon Brown's 
sweeping reforms when the 
names of the members of the 
new monetary policy commit¬ 
tee and the second deputy- 
general are disclosed in the 
next few days. 

Some critics have expressed 
concern that the new posts 
might attract only second-rate 
economists or political ap¬ 
pointees although they are 
broadly in favour of the 
shake-up of monetary policy. 

Gavyn Davies, chief inter¬ 
national economist at Gold¬ 
man Sachs, is the hot tip far 
the new position of second 
deputy. Mr Davies, a former 
member of the Treasury's 
Panel of Independent Eco¬ 
nomic Advisers, refused to 
comment yesterday on specu¬ 
lation but is a strong support¬ 
er of the new set-up. He is

respected in the City for his 
pragmatic approach to the 
economy. 

Mr Davies. 46. has been 
linked with the Labour Party 
since he served in the policy 
unit at No 10 in the dying days 
of the Callaghan government, 
while Sue Nye. his wife, is 


head of Mr Brown's office. It 
is expected that he would also 
be a strong candiate for 
Governor when Eddie 
George’s contract runs out in 
a year's time. But Mr Davies 
wui face stiff competition 
from her-namesake Howard 
Davies, the former head of the 
CBI. who has three years on 
his contract as deputy-gover¬ 
nor to run. ^ 

The monetary policy com¬ 
mittee is expected to be staffed 
with City and academic econ¬ 
omists. Bridget RosewdL di¬ 
rector df Business Strategies 
and another former member 
of Mr Clarke's panel would 
bring strong business and 
regional expertise having pre¬ 
viously worked for the CBI. If 
Mr Brown fears that the Bank 
maintains too hawkish an 
attitude towards inflation he 
could turn to Roger Bootle, 
head of economics at HSBC 
who is the author of a book or

The 300-year-old lady who has seen it all independent Bank

WITH its pink-coated footmen 
and marble halls, the Bank of 
England belongs to another 
era. Visitors are led through 
hushed corridors, with the 
occasional glimpse of the cen¬ 
tral courtyard where the Gov¬ 
ernor is inclined to take the 
air. Electronic screens provide 
die only tangible link with rhe 
fast-paced world of financial 
trading. 

The Bank was incorporated 
by Act of Parliament in 1694 
with the immediate aim of 
raising funds to allow the 
Government to wage war in 
the Low Countries. 

it did the same during the 
Napoleonic Wars a century 
later, by which time it had 
developed into the nation's 
largest and most prestigious 
financial institution. Dubbed 
"The Old Lady of 
Thread needle Street", and pri¬ 
vately owned until 1946. when 


it was nationalised, the Bank 
came id rhe fore in the 19th 
century, when it gradually 
assumed the responsibilities 
of a central bank. 

It was recognised as rhe 
central note-issuing authority 
under the Bank Charier Act of 
1844. and embraced the roles 
of lender of last resort and 
guardian of the nation's gold 
reserves. “Safe as the Bank of 
England” swiftly entered the 
vernacular. 

Safe, perhaps, but not im¬ 
mune from strife. One of the 
Bank's most excruciating mo¬ 
ments came in March 1995, 
when the then deputy gover¬ 
nor, Rupert Pennam-Rea, re¬ 
signed in the wake of kiss-and- 
tell disclosures by a former 
mistress. 

Bank insiders still refer to 
the “scene of the crime" — 
supposedly marked in chalk 
in a dressing room used by

Eddie George. Inevitable ref¬ 
erences ro the "Bonk of Eng¬ 
land" were swift. 

Howard Davies, who suc¬ 
ceeded Mr Pennant-Rea. 
found himself in a world 
where concierges are called 
footmen, and rooms are 


known as parlours. In an 
interview' last October, he 
said; “It might be slightly odd 
that when you come ro a 
meeting iu discuss monetary

In 1992 the A ileach caused a 
major sea rescue after its 
rudder smashed in high seas 
60 miles west of Orkney on a 
voyage to the Faeroe Isles.

MICHAEL JACKSON, the

Mr Jackson, .W, who is still 
tipped as a future Director' 
General of the BBC. said that 
a failure to cater properly for 
targe chunks of the population 
was one of its biggest weak¬ 
nesses. At Channel 4. he said, 
he wanted to encourage talent 
and innovation, and would 
defend “programmes that are 
rude, as long as they are good 
shows". He also indicated that 
he was willing to sacrifice 
papular but expensive US 
shows such as Friends and ER 
if the price became too high. 

The son of a Cheshire baker, 
Mr Jackson takes up his new- 
job next month on a reported 
salary of £300.000. He said: 
“One of the areas where BBC 
TV is weak is in talking to 


women as opposed to men, 
talking to young people, and 
talking to people outside the 
Southof England." 

These were strengths he 
would nurture at Channel 4. 
he said. “They are to do with 
the relationship with an audi¬ 
ence that trusts Channel 4, 
which knows the channel is on 
its side." 

He confirmed he was not 
interested in poaching from 
the BBC: “I am leaving the 
splendid quarters of White 
City behind me. 1 am interest¬ 
ed in talking to people here." 

He acknowledged that 
shows such as Friends and ER 
were hugely successful. Chan¬ 
nel 5's director of programmes 
Dawn Airey has declared she 
is keen to buy them, but they 
are contractwi to Channel 4 
until 2000. Mr Jackson said: 
“There is a price over which it 
would be foolish to pay far a 
programme chat you don’t 
control and isnt feeding back 
into British production. At the 


end of the day. the channel 
will be remembered for what 
it puts back into British pro¬ 
duction and the talent it has 
encouraged.” He would de¬ 
fend its reputation for contro¬ 
versial programmes. It has 
been criticised by the Indepen¬ 
dent Television Commission 
for offending public taste with 
shows such as Brooksidc, 
which included an incest 
plotline. 

The relationship with tele¬ 
vision watchdogs should be 
"one of candid self-criticism." 
he said.“If you have got some¬ 
thing wrong, hold your hands 
up and admit it 

“ If there is something that 
you passionately believe is 
right, then defend it. 1 think 
the channel has a good record 
of doing that in the past." 

Mr Jackson said he had not 
left the BBC in protest at its 
changes.

Boarding 
schools 
urged to 
copy hotels

BOARD TNG schools should 
banish the spectre of Tom 
Brown's Schooldays and re¬ 
verse 20 years of* decline by 
reinventing themselves as 
“sleep-over schools", their 
chairwoman said yesterday. 

Ros McCarthy, the head¬ 
mistress of Cobham Hall 
School. Kent, said that board¬ 
ing schools were handicapped 
by an outdated view of how 
they operated, and should 
marker themselves as hotels 
for children. 

The independent schools' 
annual census, to be pub¬ 
lished next week, is expected to 
show another fall in the num¬ 
ber of boarders. But in her 
chairwoman's address to the 
Boarding Schools Association. 
Mrs McCarthy quoted the 
example of Heath Mount 
School, Hertfordshire, which 
won 70 converts to boarding 
by introducing “sleep-overs” 
for day pupils. 

At the annual conference in 
Ambleside, Cumbria. Mrs 
McCarthy told head teachers: 
“Perhaps in this day and age 
we should adopt more user- 
friendly terms and become 
known as ‘sleep-over’ schools. 
Children and parents under¬ 
stand this concept and find it 
very attractive." 

The scheme, adopted for 
children's parties, has enabled 
Heath Mount to buck the 
trend for preparatory school 
boarding, where the decline 
has been at its steepest nation¬ 
ally. The youngest children 
can sleep at school one night a 
week, older pupils up to five.

FOUR out of the six novels on the 
shortlist for the Orange Prize for 
Fiction. Britain’s most lucrative liter¬ 
ary prize, are by North American 
writers, reviving the debate over the 
state of British fiction. 

The Orange prize, worth £30,000, 
was first awarded in 1996 to the British 
novelist Helen Dunmore for A Spell of 
Winter. Last year, debate focused on 
the merits, or otherwise, of a prize open 
only to women. 

Now the co-founder of the prize, the 
novelist Kate Mosse. noting that 60 per 
cent of publishers' entries for the prize 
were North American, hopes the 


publication of the shortlist will encour¬ 
age debate about the state of publish¬ 
ing in Britain. “You could speculate 
about the prevalence of North Ameri¬ 
can writing on some publishers’ lists, 
and wonder how much respect some 
British publishers have for British 
writing.' 1 she said. 

Novels by the British novelists 
Jeanette Winterson (Gut Symmetries) 
and Beryl Bainbridge (Eve/y Man for 
Himself), both strong contenders on 
the Orange long list released in March, 
have been dropped in favour of novels 
by Canadian writers —Alias Grace by 
Margaret Atwood, and Fugitive Pieces 
by Anne Michaels — and by Ameri¬ 
cans —Accordion Crimes by E. Annie 


Proubc, and I Was Amelia Earhart by 
Jane Mendelsohn.. Mendelsohn and 
Michaels are • first-time novelists. 
Demire Madden (One by One in the 
Darkness from Northern Ireland, and 
Manda Scott (Hen’s Teeth), who is 
Scottish, make up die British contin¬ 
gent on the list. 

Lisa Jardine, the author and critic 
who Ischaimthndflhis year’s judges, 
said that part of the reason for such a 
strong North American showing was 
the strong tradition of women’s writing 
there. "For 30 years writing has been 
taught -in colleges over there; there 
tends to be much less self-conscious¬ 
ness. I was very struck. by the 
confidence,..and maturity of .North 


American writing — a kind of 'Look 
ma. no hands’ bravura." 

But Dan Franklin of Cape, the pub¬ 
lishing company that produced Jane 
Mendelsohn'S novel, denies that there 
is a. bias among publishers towards 
North American writing. “When 1 seea 
manuscript, 1 certainlydpn'ttilinJc’Oh, 
how wonderful, that's American’.’’ 

- Franklin agrees that schooled, writ¬ 
ers can produce very perished first 
novels. “But do they develop as 
interestingly as, say. A: L Kennedy or 
Barbara Anderson? The shortlist says 
as much about the tastes of the judges 
as about publishers' tastes." - • .

GASTONS HELD, the site of 
the Lancastrians' defeat in the 
Wars of the Roses in 1471. is to 
have housing built on ft. 
Tewkesbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil derided yesterday. 

The derision to grant plan¬ 
ning permission outraged 
English Heritage. Tewkes¬ 
bury Town Coundl and mem¬ 
bers of the Battlefields Trust, 
who condemned it as “an act 
of civic vandalism" The Gov¬ 
ernment will now decide 
whether to endorse the per¬ 
mission or hold a public 
inquiry. 

A spokeswoman for Eng¬ 
lish Heritage said: "We re¬ 
main vehemently opposed to 
this proposal. They have tak¬ 
en their derision in spite of 
our exhortation to preserve 
this precious site." 

Joe Kent, the borough coun¬ 
dl leader, infuriated some 


historians when he claimed 
that there was no evidence 
that tire area where the houses 
could be built had been part 
of the battlefield. The Gastons 
is now a dipped, gently rising 
Gloucestershire meadow 
within sight of Tewkesbury 
Abbey. On May 4,1471. it was 
the scene of dreadful carnage. 

Margaret of Anjou, the Wife 
of the deposed Lancastrian 
Henry VI, had landed at 
Portland with an army from 
France intent on wresting the 
Crown bade from the upstart 
Yorkist Edward IV and free¬ 
ing her husband from Ed¬ 
ward’s custody. 

Exhausted by their march, 
the Lancastrians turned to 
face their pursuers outside 
Tewkesbury Abbey. To the 
south was ranged the Yorkist 
army under Edward, his 
brother Richard (later Rich- 
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aid HI) and the Duke of 
Clarence. From the beginning 
the battle went barfly for the 
forces of Anjou. 

The Duke of Somerset; 
commanding the Lancastrian 
right; led his men towards the 
Severn in a flanking move to 
get out of range of the Yoridst 
archers, but encountered 
spearmen concealed in the 
woods of what is now Tewkes¬ 
bury golf course. As he des¬ 
perately attempted to regain 


his lines, the duke’s men were 
cut down in the field which is. 
known, still as Bloody 
Meadow. 

The defenders broke ranks 
and fled, many' of them to 
what .(hey thought was the 
sarictuaryof the abbey. There 
they, .were riaughtered until 
the abbot begged : > that the

The Euroscepdc. who resigned as 
Welsh Secretary in 1995 to challenge 
John Major for the party leadership, 
said yesterday that he did not want 
to lead a factional party which was 
obsessed by one issue. The general 
election result had shown that 
people were deeply concerned about 
standards in schools, he said, ac¬ 
knowledging that the Tory govern¬ 
ment had dosed too many small 
hospitals. It had broken or ignored 
the bond that existed between com¬ 
munities and their hospitals. 

Speaking at a central London 
hotel, surrounded by some of the ten 
MPs who will run his campaign, he 
said rhar the Conservatives had to be 
united. Mr Redwood, challenged 
over repons that Conservative Cen¬ 
tral Office was briefing journalists 
against him. replied: "1 would urge 
all Conservatives to realise that 


whoever wins this leadership elec¬ 
tion has a task to bring the party 
back together again. 

“It is not going to be easier for me 
if there has been too much factional 
infighting and personality briefing 
oyer the course of the campaign. I 
will not be doing it and 1 am asking 
my colleagues not to do it on my 
behalf. 

"it will not help for people to be 
making foolish or negative com¬ 
ments about each other in the 
leadership challenge. 1 would urge 
all other candidates to be sensible in 
this respect" He said that the Tory 
party would have to use “every bit" 
of the talent left to it in Parliament by 
the ejection. The defeated Tory MPs 
would rerum quite quickly, “when 
the Conservative Party has recon¬ 
nected with its roots and leamt the 
lessons of 1992 to 1997". 

On policy on the European single 
currency, he said: “I will talk to my 
colleagues about how we can best 
oppose the labour Government 
Kenneth Clarke [also a Tory leader¬ 
ship candidate) and 1 are united on 
many aspects of the single currency. 
We both agree that a fudged single 


currency would be extremely dam¬ 
aging to Britain and the rest of 
Europe." 

Mr Redwood went out of his way 
to praise Mr Major, particularly his 
handling of the economy since 1992, 
when Britain had been bundled out 
of the exchange-rate mechanism. 

Asked about the absence yesterday 
of some of the arch-Eurosceptics, 
such as Teresa Gorman, who turned 
out to back him when he declared for 
the leadership two years ago.

STRICT secrecy^ surrounded 
the lare-night meeting be¬ 
tween William Hague and 
Michael Howard as they 
sipped champagne and 
thrashed put a. deal over the 
leadership of the Conservative 
Party. But the deal fell 0aL 

The former Home Secretary 
had believed he was on the 
point of clinching Mr Hague's 
agreement to stand as his 
deputy in a "dream tidcet" that 
Conservative MPs might have 
found irresistible. In the three 
days since John Major had 
stood down, the two men had 
spoken on the telephone sev¬ 
eral times about combining 
forces and caking on the other 
right-wing contenders, Peter 
Uiley and John Redwood. 

Only a handful of the two 
former Cabinet colleagues' 
closest aides knew they were 
due to meet at IOpm to 
complete the deal at the How¬ 
ards’ heavily fortified Belgra¬ 
via grace-and-favour house on 
Bank Holiday Monday. 

Mr Hague, 36, was accom¬ 
panied to South Eaton Place 
by Ffion Jenkins, his 27-year- 
old fiancte. He was warmly 
greeted by Mr Howard and 
his wife Sandra. The only 
other person in the terraced 
house was the veteran 
Eurosceptic MP Sir Michael 
Spicer, who is running Mr 
Howard's campaign. 

There were no other wit¬ 
nesses to the hour-long meet¬ 
ing that has electrified the 
Tory leadership contest and 
caused a bitter rift in the 
camps of two men. who have 
been friends far same time. 

Within an hour of Mr 
Hague arriving, the former 
Home Secretary had c racked 
open a battle of Bollinger to 
celebrate what he regarded as 
an historic deal that he hoped 
would result in him winning 
the leadership of the Tory 
Party. 

According to Mr Howard’s 
people. Mr Hague, having 
agreed to stand down, would 
become deputy leader and - 


party chairman if Mr Howard 
won. However, if the deal was 
done, as the Howard camp 
maintains. Mr Hague went 
back on iL 

Mr Hague has privately 
admitted to friends that he 
went along with Mr Howard's 
proposal at that meeting. But 
he did not believe he was 
giving his final assent and felt 
that diene was scope for more 
discussion. 

When he went home that 
night, his answering machine 
was foil of calls from friends, 
senior and junior, pleading 
with him to stand in his .own 
right Not all of them knew he 
was dose to a deaL 

He spoke to many of them, 
and Ms Jenkins ventured her 
own opinion that he could take 
the chance that had presented 
itself. 

The Hague team dismissed 
comparisons with the "Cather¬ 
ine place conspiracy", die 
name given to the meeting of 
senior ministers who plotted 
Margaret Thatcher’s downfall 
after the first inconclusive 
leadership ballot in 1990. 
“There was no treachery over 
champagne," one Hague sup¬ 
porter said. “But William ad¬ 
mits there was' a terrible 
misunderstanding over the 
extent to which a deal was 
struck. But he is sorry if 
Michael is upset and accepts 
die blame, if blame is being 
apportioned." 

At 8 am yesterday, after a 
sleepless night. Mr Hague 
called Mr Howard and told 
him he had changed his mind. 
Mr Howard was deeply 
disapppointed and tried to 
bring him round. But there 
was no going back this time. 

ft had all seemed so differ¬ 
ent the previous night Early 
in the day the moed had been 
sombre. The Howards were 
facing.up to the brutal reality 
of life on the Opposition 
benches. The last trappings of 
government office, the front 
door keys, were bring handed 
over the next day to Mo

Mowlam, the Northern Ire¬ 
land Secretary and the new 
mistress of the house. The 
suitcases were packed. 

However, spirits soared 
throughout the day as Mr 
Howard, 55, became con¬ 
vinced that a deal would be 
struck. The champagne had 
been on ice since an extended 
mid-afternoon telephone call 
with Mr Hague, who was in 
his Yorkshire constituency. It 
was during that call, friends of 
Mr Howard say. that Mr 
Hague agreed in principle not 
to let his name go forward. 

There had been a series of 
telephone conversations dat¬ 
ing back to Saturday, when 
Mr Howard initiated the con¬ 
tact But even before Mr 
Hague spoke to Mr Howard 
on Monday afternoon it ap¬ 


peared. according to his 
friends, that he had weakened 
in his resolve to fight. 

Despite the pressure from 
some of his closest friends, 
such as Alan Duncan and 
Nigel Evans, who will run his 
leadership campaign. Mr 
Hague was tempted to be the 
number two. “Remember, he 
is getting married soon." one 
Hague supporter said. “He is 
deeply in love—he is realising 
that there other things in life." 

The atmopsphere was 
warm and convivial when Mr 
Hague and his fiancee arri¬ 
ved. Mr Howard felt embold¬ 
ened to take the champagne 
out of the fridge and toast their 
pact But they never shook 
hands on it 

The two men were friends. 
Mr Howard has made little 


secret of the fact he sees Mr 
Hague, the young pretender, 
as a future Tory leader. But 
not the next one. Mr Hague is 
equally effusive about Mr 
Howard's tough line in Cabi¬ 
ne! against the government's 
wait-and-see policy on the 
single currency. 

“It was the dream ticket," a 
Howard aide said. “We were 
convinced we had gen them 
signed up tefore he arrived.” 
What is clear is that Mr 
Howard, when he went to bed. 
thought the deal was done. 

He claimed yesterday, 
through his supporters, that it 
would have been announced 
at a joint press conference 
yesterday afternoon. Prier 
Lilley and John Redwood, the 
other candidates of die Right, 
might have been eclipsed. But 


it never worked out. Far from 
being chastened, they were 
bath delighted at the mud- 
slinging between their princi¬ 
pal rival camps. 

Mr Howard carried on yes¬ 
terday with his launch. His 
friends claimed chat Mr 
Hague’s depamire was no 
more than a hiccup. “This is a 
winning ticker, and always 
has ban. “ one said. “The 
chance of having William on 
board popped up — now it's 
gone. Bur we are still in with a 
very good chance." 

Sir Michael Spicer, witness 
to the South Eaton Place 
champagne deal that turned 
flat, was adamant: “A settle¬ 
ment was made.

TONY BLAIR will today lay down 
the law to Labours massive contin¬ 
gent'of MPs, warning them that 
the Arty’s landslide victory does 
not mean there can be any let-up in 
discipline or departure from die 
manifesto. 

The victorious Parliamentary 
Labour Party is to meet in Church 
House, Westminster, a venue cho¬ 
sen because it is big enough to take 
all 418 Labour MPs and because for 
the first time in recent memory 
cameras are to be allowed in to 


capture Mr Blair's address. But 
although a buoyant Mr Blair, 
exated by his first days in office, 
w “j congratulate them warmly on 
their success, his underlying mess¬ 
age will be that the party can never 
take public support for granted and 
that it must govern precise ly in the 
way it promised. 

The huge triumph last Thursday 
meant that Mr Blair will have 
some 60 at 70 MPs more than he 
expected at today’s meeting — and 


while early studies have suggested 
that the majority are BJairite in 
outlook, there are dearly more old- 
style and municipal socialists than 
expected. There have been inevita¬ 
ble worries that they will may not 
hold as firmly to the cautious line 
on spending that has been imposed 
and accepted by the rest 
According to Mr Blair’s aides, he 
will tell the" MPS: “We ran as new 
Labour and we will govern as new 
Labour... and that the bigger than 


expected majority places an added 
responsibility on us 10 dojust that" 

The message will be that the 
MPs are there in such large 
numbers because the party ran as 
new Labour “and they had better 
remember it. - according to party 
sources. 

Mr Blair's address to MPs is 
another example of his determ¬ 
ination to keep right, almost presi¬ 
dential, central control over his 
party and Government. While 


suggestions that ministers will not 
be allowed to have lunches with 
journalists have been flatly denied, 
it is clear that Mr Blair has decided 
that the co-ordination of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s policies and message is 
essential. 

Peter Mattdelson. the new Min¬ 
ister without Portfolio, who is one 
of Mr Blair’s closest advisers, is to 
chair a daily Downing Street 
meeting attended by press staff 
from No 10. Gordon Brown’s office 


and John Prescott's, to determine 
how the Government's strategy 
and message will be put across. 

Alastair Campbell, Mr Blair’s 
press secretary, has asked that all 
requests for interviews with minis¬ 
ters be cleared with him. and 
Jonathan Powell, the Chief of Staff, 
has made plain that policy pro¬ 
nouncements should be co¬ 
ordinated through him. 

Mr Blair is seeing teams of 
ministers all this week — yesterday 


it was Frank Dobson’s health team 
— to tell them what he expects ol 
them. Downing Street insiders say 
the strategy is to ensure dial the 
lessons of Opposition, including 
The discipline of the election cam¬ 
paign. are carried through into 
government. “The Prime Minister 
dues not believe that that because 
you did the right things in Opposi¬ 
tion you should suddenly stop in 
government.

THE outline of a British 
exemption tram a Frontier-free 
Europe emerged yesterday at 
negotiations far the revamped 
European Union treaty, to be 
concluded at the Amsterdam 
summit next month.

EU ministers acknowledged 
earlier this year that Britain 
and Ireland, which shares its 
passport regime, could not be 
persuaded to join in the move 
io enshrine frontier-free travel 
across the EU. However, the 
Dutch Government, which is 
chairing tfie treaty negotia¬ 
tions, waited until the Labour 
victory to table its draft 
accord. 

Doug Henderson, the new 
Europe Minister, told his EU 
colleagues that the Govern¬ 
ment was favourably disposed 
but could not yet pronounce 
on the scheme, which is based 
on the Schengen pact. This is a

separate agreement, signed in 
1985 and now incorporating 
all Continental EU states, that 
is in partial operation already. 

France. Germany and the 
other leading states are keen

British officials said London 
would require a much firmer 
guarantee that it would retain 
full authority over its own 
borders and complete freedom 
of decision nn the entry of 
nationals from outside the’EU. 
Continental officials hailed the 
scheme as the best way of 
creating a new British upi-vut 
tn cover iis borders. 

"It is recognised that Britain 
and Ireland are islands." said 
Michel Gamier, the French 
European Affairs Minister. 
The advantage of the Dutdi 
plan, he said, is that it would 
give Britain and Ireland “a 
seat at the table" in decisions 
on frontiers and immigration. 

Wide differences remain 
among EU states on the 
degree, if any. to which fron¬ 
tier and police matters are 
brought under the jurisdiction 
of die European Commission 
and the Court of Justice. 
Michiel Patijn. the Dutch 
chairman of the treaty negoti¬ 
ation. said some role for the 
court and the Commission 


would be proposed. This is 
resisted, however, by France, 
Denmark and several other 
states which want to keep 
frontiers in the domain of 
“inter-governmental” deci¬ 
sion-making rather than 
centralised authority in Brus¬ 
sels. 

The Dutch draft is a step 
towards dealing the ground 
for a new Eli treaty in 
Amsterdam next month, but it 
has also served to highlight 
the differences that remain 
among other EU states. The 
arrival of Britain's new Euro¬ 
friendly Government, though 
delighting the rest of the EU. 
has exposed all the areas of 
disagreement among the rest 
of the Union.

Shortage of jobs 
threatens German 
monetary target

GERMANY’S ability to meet 
economic and monetary 
union's strict entry targets 
were under a cloud yesterday 
as the Government announ¬ 
ced only a small improvement 
in the ailing labour markeL 

Unemployment ' is still 
breaking postwar records — 
the largest number out of 
work for April since 1945 — 
and Bernhard Jagoda. head of 
foe Federal Labour Agency, 
admitted foe slight improve¬ 
ment was almost entirely sea¬ 
sonal. “Economic growth is 
too, weak-to encourage -an 
increase in the number of 
jobs," he said. • 

The seasonally unadjusted 
figures showed unemploy¬ 
ment falling from 4.47 million 
in March to 4J4 million last 
month, an 11.3 per cent rate.- 
But when seasonal factors 
were taken into account. 8.000 
further jobs were lost during 
foe past monfo. 

The German Government 
had predicted a major turn¬ 
around in unemployment 
trends by foe spring, relieving 
foe strain on public borrow¬ 
ing. It has pledged to keep foe 
public deficir down to Z9 per 
cent of gross domestic product 
— just within the EMU 
reference value of 3 per cent. 

But these plans were based 
on an average annual unem¬ 
ployment of 4.1 million and a 
strong 25 per cent growth. 
Export orders are booming, 
thanks to foe mark’s relative 
weakness, and there are signs 
that this ’is translating into 
higher investment and indus¬ 
trial orders. But Social Demo¬ 


crats doubt that foe growth 
forecast will be met. 

The Government’s difficul¬ 
ties in calculating foe econom¬ 
ic future are compounded by 
the logjam in negotiations 
over tax, pension and health 
reforms. Yesterday Norbert 
Blum, the Labour Minister, 
appealed for progress on the 
most politically sensitive of 
those issues: pensions. 

Herr Blum and the rest of 
• foe Cabinet aware next year’s 
elections could be lost on the 
issue, are anxious to involve 
-■ufoe Social Democrat Opposi- 
. don in negotiating change. 

The Government however, 
chose to treat foe unadjusted 
rate of unemployment as a 
significant breakthrough. “We 
can achieve a turnaround in 
foe jobs market. The new 
figures show that’' said Peter 
Hintze, secretary-general of 
Helmut Kohl’s Christian 
Democratic Union.

“As far as I know, he was still 
alive in 1949." 

If the skull rests leave even a 
shadow of doubt. Bormann’s 
ghost will continue to haunt 
newspaper columns through¬ 
out the world.

The lastest historical research 
shows that the Allies suspected that 
Germany’s monetary reserve in¬ 
cluded gold seized from Jews but 
decided, nevertheless, to classify all 
gold that was remelted into bare as 
monetary gold that would not be 
repaid directly to victims. 

The London conference will look 
at the historical responsibility of 
those handling the Nazi gold, and 
examine the Allies’ record in deal¬ 


ing with the matter. Mr Cook said 
the fact that “feinted" gold had 
found its way into the pool 
"strengthens the case for looking 
imaginatively for ways of compen¬ 
sating the victims or their direct 
descendants". 

The Swiss Government which

DIPLOMATIC efforts to mas¬ 
sage Zaire's President out of 
office were intensified yester¬ 
day as Angolan guerrillas 
joined government forces and 
fought a fierce banle against 
rebel forces J25 miles east of 
Kinshasa. 

The banle ar Kenge, ihe last 
town on the road east from 
Zaire's capital, was pan of an 
attempt to buy President Mo¬ 
bil nr rime to find a way out of 
office that did not mean 
handing power directly to 
Laurent Kabila, leader of the 
rebel alliance. However, that 
is exactly what American dip¬ 
lomats want him to do as parr 
of what Bill Richardson, the 
US special envoy, called a 
“soft landing" for the rebels 
when they take Kinshasa. 

Kabuya Lumuna. the Presi¬ 
dent's spokesman, said j ester- 
day that President Mobutu 
will go to Libreville in Gabon 
today and return to the capital 
on Friday. "He is attending a 
meeting of heads of state." Mr 
Lumuna added. 

Diplomats said yesterday 
that die Americans hoped that 
die rebels would take over 
while President Mobutu, 66. 
who has cancer, is out of the 
country, thus preventing his 
presidential guard from 
wrecking the capital. 

But the battle at Kenge 
indicates that the rebels may 
be further away from Kinsha¬ 
sa than they claimed. Mr Kab¬ 
ila had said that his men were 
only -K) miles from the out- 
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skirts of Kinshasa. 'Hie alli¬ 
ance leader has shown a 
masterful understanding of 
propaganda during his seven- 
month advance across Zaire. 
In the past he has claimed to 
be closer to taking cities than 
he really was because the 
suggestion of an imminent 
attack caused government 
forces to flee. 

Yesterday he intensified the 
psychological war by spread¬ 
ing photocopied leaflets 
around Kinshasa calling on 
all civilians to stay cairn and 
await a "military event with¬ 
out precedent". The leaflets 
and rebel radio broadcasts 
also said that supporters of the 
rebels should identify them¬ 
selves by wearing white 
scarves and handkerchiefs 
and support those parts of the 
government army planning to 
change sides. 

The leaflets had no visible 
effect; the streets bustled with 
activity and most people said 
that they considered Mr 
Mobutu's 32-year reign to be 
over already. “We are waiting 
for the rebels to come and take 
control. But that does not 


make much difference to the 
issue of Mobutu. He has 
already lost power even if he is 
still in the country," Jean 
Matadi. a businessman, said. 

Mobutu family sources con¬ 
tinued to say that the Presi¬ 
dent would not resign and that 
he would certainly return to 
Zaire after the Gabon meet¬ 
ing. A dose family member 
added that government 
troops, augmented by at least 
300 crack soldiers from Jonas 
Savirabi's army, the Union for 
the Total Independence of 
Angola, had fought their way 
past Kenge and were heading 
towards Kikwit, 250 miles 
from Kinshasa. 

Missionaries in Kenge said 
that it was not dear who 
controlled the town, but they 
confirmed that there had been 
fighting, with heavy casualties 
on both sides. A source in Mr 
Mobutu's entourage said; 
"Most of us realise that the 
Mobutu era is over. The 
coumer-arrack in the east will 
buy rime and improve our 
negotiating position." 

Yesterday, President Mo¬ 
butu's jungle headquarters 
and home town of Gbadolite 
was ransacked and looted by 
members of the President's 
private division, rebel and 
other sources said. 

Gbadolite, near the border 
with the Central African Re¬ 
public, is the only village in 
Africa with its own interna¬ 
tional airport and five-star 
hotel, and is Mr Mobutu's 
main home. He has installed 
his wife, Bobby, and a team of 
witch doctors there.

UN ‘fears the worst’ for children at refugee camp

AT least 40 per cent of die unaccom¬ 
panied Rwandan children being 
cared for by die United Nations 
Children's Fund at Biaro in eastern 
Zaire are suffering from machete and 
bullet wounds, appar e n tly inflicted in 
recent weeks when rebels attacked 
and dispersed the refugees. 


"There are many children wounded 
by machetes and bullets and w 
cannot treat them." Marie Heuze, a 
Unieef spokeswoman, said yesterday 
in Geneva. 

In a statement Medeahs Sans 
Frontieres described Biaro, a village 
25 miles south of Kisangani, as a 
“death camp", where relief workers 
were reduced to separating the refu¬ 
gees who could be -saved from the 


nber of children ^mdng.^ those■ 
receiving care was diminishing. Mute 
Herat accused the 1 rebel forces of 
deliberately hindering attempts to 
assemble unaccompanied children 
ready for .evacuation- to Kisangani 
and then to Rwanda.' 

- About 30 children were taken away 
by rebel soldiers in atony on Sunday 
night and abandoned by the nearby 


Congo river. “It makes us fear for the 
worst for the rest of tiie children in 
this camp."

Brown is throwing away the key

P hilip Snowden. Stafford 
Cripps, James Calla¬ 
ghan, John Smith and 
now Gordon Brown. Nearly 
every Labour Chancellor (and 
Shadow Chancellor) has 
started off by trying to insure 
his party against "the innate 
hostility of financial markets 
by locking the pound in a 
golden casket and throwing 
away the key.

One wonders 
how many more derisions of 
such importance have been 
kept back from the manifesto, 
to be rushed out at hurriedly 
assembled press conferences 
during a parliamentary re¬ 
cess. If this is what happens 
when a fresh-faced idealistic 
Government is still in the first 
flush of its naive commitment 
to transparency', accountabil¬ 
ity and open democratic de¬ 
bate, how will these people 
behave after they have tasted 
power for more than five days? 

But leaving aside the consti¬ 
tutional nicety that nobody 
has voted for this reform, what 
is wrong with making the 
Bank independent? 

The two economic principles 
behind central bank indepen¬ 
dence are that inflation is 
always and everywhere a 
monetary phenomenon, and 
that there is never a political 
choice to be made between 
curbing inflation and encour¬ 
aging economic growth. Most 
economists believe them and 
therefore support independent 
central banks. Unfortunately, 
like many of the things be¬ 
lieved through the ages by- 
most economists, both of these 
statements are manifestly 
false. This is why central bank 
independence is rarely suffi¬ 
cient to curb inflation" and is 
often the cause of prolonged 
recessions — as in Germany 
over the past three years. 

The countries that have 
made a success of central bank 
independence have done so by 
gradually moving away from 
the monetarist view that mon¬ 
etary policy should concern 
itself solely with controlling 
inflation, In America, the Fed 
is explicitly charged with 
achieving die highest possible 
rate of growth and employ¬ 
ment consistent with mone-

tary stability. This is a far ay 
from the virtually exclusive 
preoccupation with prices in 
Germany and at the new Bank 
of England. 

Even in America, however, 
independence brings a serious 
problem. Once they abandon 
crude monetarism, the au¬ 
thorities can use two main 
tools for managing the econ¬ 
omy: interest rates, and the 
fiscal balance between taxes 
and public spending. These 
tools must be used in close co¬ 
ordination. But if the central 
bank is independent, there can 
be no guarantee that changes 
in fiscal policy (for example, 
an increase in taxes) will be 
balanced by corresponding 
monetary moves. Because the 
government can never be sure 
that die bank will reward a 
tougher fiscal policy with low¬ 
er interest rates, unpleasant 
fiscal derisions tend to be put 
off until they are forced by a 
crisis. Centra! banks, on the 
other hand, keep interest rates 
up for months or years ahead 
of tough Budgets because they 
do not trust governments to 
raise tax. Anyone who thinks

The economy needs 
a tighter fiscal pol¬ 
icy. accompanied by a lower 
interest rate and a lower 
exchange rate. To achieve this 
rebalancing, interest rates and 
tax policy have to be moved at 
the same time. But can the 
Bank now be relied on to de¬ 
liver the monetary easing that 
should go with higher taxes? 
And will British industry, 
which is suffering grievously 
from the overvalued pound, 
support the Chancellor's plan 
to deflate the economy by 
raising taxes, if he cannot 
guarantee a payoff in lower 
interest rates and a more 
competitive pound? 


A s it happens, Mr Brown 
will probably get away 
with it this time. Eddie 
George is eager for reappoint¬ 
ment and is likely to oblige 
with lower interest rates and a 
helpful attitude to the pound. 
He made a point of stating 
yesterday that •’the pound is 
uncomfortably strong and is 
not likely to be sustained at 
this level into the medium 
term". But will he be so oblig¬ 
ing once he is reappointed for 
a further five years? And what 
will happen when the Bank 
and the Government start to 
disagree about where the 
economy should be going? 

Freeing the Bank of Eng¬ 
land may seem like a clever 
wheeze in the short term, 
winning financial Brownie 
points. Bur sooner or later 
economic conditions will turn 
more hostile. Only then will 
tile new arrangements be test¬ 
ed — perhaps to destruction. 
The more I think about it, the 
more Mr Brown’s sudden 
announcement reminds me of 
John Major's equally unex¬ 
pected and "irreversible" deri¬ 
sion to join the exchange-rate 
mechanism.

I am a sucker for new dawns. The 
rose bursts early from its bud. 
Happy children skip across 
village greens. Cats stretch in 
the sun. Old women clutch their pen¬ 
sion books and murmur. "God bless 
you, Tony**. Every little breeze seems 
to whisper “Cherie". 

That was on Saturday. On Sunday 
a cold front swept in from North 
Utsira and winter returned. 1 was 
driving through the Famines and 
sleet bucketed from leaden clouds. 
New Labour, new weather, someone 
said in a pub. The radio began 
pouring out a stream of bulletins 
from London. 

The news was that Roundheads 
had arrived in Downing Street. 
Horses were neighing in the court¬ 
yard. Spurs clanked into the Cabinet 
Office. Ironside fists swept papers 
from desks and helmets crashed onto 
tottering hat-stands. God's English¬ 
man had won the war and would 
now order the peace, his major- 
generals in attendance. 

Every new ruler is dazzled by 
the perks of office, yet equally con¬ 
vinced of its unprecedented impo¬ 
tence. Tony Blair finds himself head 
of the most dominant executive in the 
Western world. He need fear no 
constitutional check on his powers, 
no balancing legislature or supreme 
court like Cromwell, he can disre¬ 
gard the monarchy, abolish the Lords 
and treat Parliament as a cypher. 
Despite a minority popular mandate, 
he enjoys the public's goodwill. He 
can play the game of power any way 
he likes. 

He clearly means to play it strong. 
Ben Pimlort records in his biography 
of Harold Wilson that 1964 saw a 
horde of political appointees sweep 
into Downing Street, ostensibly to 
stop the Civil Service impeding Lab¬ 
our’s "New Britain", an opaque con¬ 
cept then as now.

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CREDIBILITY IN THE BANK 
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Now Labour can resist the lure of the single currency 


Gordon Brawn, the new Chancellor, has hit

Labour had hinted atreforming the Bank 
in its manifesto. But nowhere did the party 
pr^xBe to make it almost Wholly indepen¬ 
dent from the Government. Indeed, Mr 
Brown often said that any decision on 
independence would have , to follow an 
asse ®J n ? eDl of the Bank’s long-term trade 
record m giving policy advice. This assess¬ 
ment now seems to have been made in 
Opposition with a view to instant indepen¬ 
dence in GovemmenL But that was never 
made dear. 

It is easy, however, to see why the option is 
attractive to a Labour Chancellor and might 
be attractive to a country facing a term, {or 
maybe two) of the party in power. Every 
Labour Government has been the victim erf a 
sterling crisis. Just as Britain’s departure 
from the ERM in 1992 marked the beginning 
of the end for the Major a dminis tration, so 
did the devaluations of 1931,1949,1967 and 
1976 toll the dead bell for those Labour 
Governments. . Taking monetary policy out 
of the hands of the Chancellor and giving it 
to the Bank of England makes such disasters 
less likely. 

The new arrangement should lead to 
more stable monetary policy. It will improve 
the Governments credibility in thp markets 
— as evidenced by yesterdays rise in gflt 
prices. That should help to bring interest 
rates generally lower. But it will also help 
Mr Brown’s credibility with Ms own party. 
If his MPs clamour for higher spending he 
will be able to explain that the Bank wfll 
simply raise interest rates to punitive levels 
if he runs a loose fiscal policy. 

But there are dangers too. An independent 
Bank will be tasked to put low inflation - 


above other priorities. This is fine when the 
economy is growing. But what would the 
Bank have done in September 1992, when 
the recession-hit country desperately needed 
lower interest rates in order to recover! 
Inflation was then at 3.6 per cent more than 
a. point above the Bank's current target 
Would it have had the imagination to cul 
rates regardless?; 

An even bigger danger looms. This step 
could be seen; as the precursor to Britain 
joining the single currency. Mr Brown was 
at pains to point out yesterday that it was 
“hi ghly unlikely” he would join in 1999. Bui 
making the Bank of England independent is 
a step that would have to be taken first 

This form of in dependence does not in 
itself, however, chime with European de 
mands. The Bank of England wtD not set its 
own inflation target; that will be decided bj 
the GovemmenL And the Chancellor wfli 
both appoint his own people to the monetary, 
committee determining interest rates and 
send a representative from the Treasury tc 
sit in on the meetings. To make the Banl 
conform with the Maastricht criteria would 
require extra legislation. 

Indeed, it could be argued that ar 
independent Bank of England makes British 
membership of a single currency less likely, 
Some of Labour's enthusiasm for EMU rests 
on the very desire to hand over respon¬ 
sibility for the currency to a more disciplined 
outside force; that has already been achieved 
by yesterday’s move. If a Labour Chancellor 
does hot trust himself — or does not exped 
the markets to trust him — to run the 
economy prudently, he is right to lock for a 
prop. An independent Bank of England is a 
far superior prop than EMU would be. 

The interest rate for a single currency will 
be set with regard to the average perfor¬ 
mance of its members’ economies. As we 
saw in the ERM, these rates could be wholly 
inappropriate for an individual country in 
the system. At least the Bank of England will 
be looking at the British economy alone 
when it sets interest rates. Mr Brown has 
gone this for; he need go no further. 


THE GOLD CONFERENCE 




At first glance it might seem odd thaL witii ' 
such a crowded foreign policy agenda,; oneof. 
the first derisions taton by Jtobm Gook deals 
with an issue dfeac^ mwe.tiian 50 years 
old. Yet his annotmeemeht yesterday that 1 
Britain is to host an international conference 
later this year on Nan gold may be more 
than just the swift implementation of a pre¬ 
election promise to GrevflleJanner, a former 
Labour MP. Mr Cook wants also to signal 
that moral considerations will be further to 
the front of British foreign policy. 

The conference will be part historical, part 
policy-making. The aim is to bring together 
all the experts and historians who have 
uncovered the uncomfortable . facts that 
wartime allies and neutrals have tried to . 
suppress. It will also bring together the 
Swiss Government arid Jewish groups, the 
two sides whose, initial antagonism was 
making Nazi gold a newsourceof bitterness 
and recriminations. Switzerland has now set 
in train a thorough examination of its bank 
records and has promised a substantial sum 
in payment to organisations helping tioe ’ 
victims erf the Holocaust Jewish groups, in 
turn, have abated their calls for a boycott of - 
Swiss banks. 

The conference, however, need not focus 
on blame or guilt No one is now alive who 
took the original decisions that now appear 
so callous and so uninformed by moral 
sensibility. Questions of later cover-ups by 
banks and European foreign ministry 

officials wifi, however, need to be examined. 

The Foreign Office yesterday produced a 
second volume of historical notes on the gold 
issue. It is a succinct and well-rounded 
account which gives stark evidence of the 


compromises, confusion and bureaucratic 
insensitivity that characterised the allied 
gold dealings after the war. 

Representatives of the Allies well knew 
that the bars of gold found in Germany 
probably contained metal wrenched from 
the teeth of concentration camp victims. 
They admitted that tins was a “problem", in 
the callous parlance of the time. Yet they 
derided that for ease of accounting they 
would classify all tainted bars as “monetary 
gold" rather than gold for which restitution 
should be made to victims. Evan in the early 
postwar years, when Europe was numbed 
bythe h o n o rs uncovered after victory, these 
were nasty decisions. 

Mr Cook rightly insisted that all Foreign 
Office Tecords should be made available; the 
Americans, who noil later this week publish 
the results of their researches, have also 
insisted on opening up to scrutiny hundreds 
of thousands of official documents. The 
findings may be embarrassing, even shame¬ 
ful But it is right to publish them. 

Malcolm Rifldnd was also sympathetic to 
calls for greater light on this dark issue. But 
Mr Cook has, m his first working day in 
office, made dear that it is not only in 
historical matters that the Fbreign Office 
must shew more transparency. Nor is the 
moral dimension to be confined to the past 
human rights are set to be a touchstone of 
Labour policy. affecting arms sales, relation¬ 
ships with rogue states and doubtless a mass 
of hard cases. But as the grid issue has 
demonstrated, ft is all too easy to take 
bureaucratic: policy derisions that wholly 
ignore the need for justice to victims. That is 
as true today as it was in 1945.

Sir. The Chancellor, at today's meet¬ 
ing with the Governor of the Bank of 
England, has virtually put him in full 
control of interest rates. I trust that he 
will not now abdicate all responsibi¬ 
lity for inflation, when he has a ready 
remedy to hand. 

The choice between interest rare 
and taxation as the means to control 
inflation could be resolved if interest 
were made liable to a VAT-like tax at a 
special and easily variable rate, and 
which could be manipulated so as to 
have toe same impact as an alteration 
in Interest rates. 

' This would enable toe Chancellor to 
increase effective internal interest 
rates to control inflation without hav¬ 
ing any effect on toe sterling exchange 
rate. As VAT is reclaimable by indus¬ 
try this would not damage investment 
by business. 

Treasury borrowing costs would 
not rise, as they do what interest rates 
rise, and effectively would fall as the 
Treasury would be toe recipient of the 
extra VAT. It would, of course, still be 
possible to influence exchange rates 
by interest rate changes, possibly 
neutralising toe internal effect by an 
opposite movement of VAT. 

The tax would be progressive in 
nature. Borrowers would be paying 
no more than they would have done 
had interest rates increased; while 
lenders (who are likely to be toe better 
off) would receive less interest than 
would otherwise have been the case.

EU and environment 

From Mr Michael Welbank 

Sir, Lord Cranbrook is right to draw 
attention to toe environmental impli¬ 
cations of EU enlargement (letter. 
April 25) and the opportunities that 
the incoming UK President of toe EU 
Council will have to make a distinctive 
British contribution on this issue. 

Pollution is no respecter of national 
boundaries and the creation of a 
Europewide approach to environ¬ 
mental issues is one of toe great EU 
success stories, whatever the diffi¬ 
culties in application. 

The danger in any enlargement 
debate is that economic considera¬ 
tions will be separated from environ¬ 
mental issues. That is a redpe for 
disaster. 

But to require countries from Cen¬ 


tral and Eastern Europe to achieve 
EU environmental standards as a pre¬ 
condition .for entry is unrealistic, in 
practical and financial terms. What 
can be done however is to require toe 
close integration of economic and en¬ 
vironmental issues at all levels and 
the establishment of robust and effect¬ 
ive land-use planning systems. 

A further requirement is transpar¬ 
ency and openness in setting out the 
environmental implications of all poli¬ 
cies. This will not hinder economic 
growth but can guide it to avoid envir¬ 
onmental disasters and to advance en¬ 
vironmental standards.

As a practising barrister, I suffered 
a “stroke" on July 4.1964. Some years 
later I was fortunate to be able to do 
reasonably easy legal tasks. The 
Chairman of Durham Quarter Ses¬ 
sions gave me toe opportunity of act¬ 
ing Clerk to the Court: reading out 
charges, dealing with jurors, etc. All 
simple work. 

Sometimes, because I did miss the 
real work of a barrister, I would go 
into toe Bar "robing room" and chat 


with other friends from the Bar. One 
day, an older barrister told me that 
“as a clerk" 1 was not allowed to hold 
conversations in toe robing room un¬ 
less I was giving information about 
“the list" Jof cases to be heard|. I was 
very embarrassed. 

Baer Taylor was there and gave 
him a real dressing down, telling him: 
“Leo is a practising barrister and is 
not only entitled to come in but is wel¬ 
comed by all of us." 

I have never forgotten this example 
of Lord Taylor's fair and honourable 
treatment of all who had the good for¬ 
tune to know him.

Community value 
of urban cinemas

Sir, Unseasonal as it may have been 
lately to applaud the efforts of poli- 
ridans, praise should go to John 
Gummer. the erstwhile Secretary of 
State for the Environment, and to An¬ 
drew Bennen, Labour MP for Denton 
and Reddish and Chairman of the 
House of Commons Environment 
Comminee. for their support of the 
traditional town centre. 

John Gummer recently turned 
down planning permission for yet an¬ 
other out-of-town multiplex cinema 
with artached fast food restaurants, at 
Eastleigh in Hampshire. The Envir¬ 
onment Com mi nee's recent report on 
shopping centres called, amongst 
other things for a tax on out-of-town 
car parks. 

Out-of-town multiplex dnemas 
with their adjacent futilities are now, 
rightly, an important pan of the tine- 
ma scene in this country. However, 
we clearly do not have the space that 
exists in the US, where the idea origin¬ 
ated. to allow their unchecked growth. 

The myth lias grown, perpetuated 
by developers, that the smaller multi¬ 
plex cinema. located in town and with¬ 
out its own attached fast-food facili¬ 
ties. is somehow not commercially 
viable. I can emphatically deny this. 
ABC is one of the best established 
brands in toe cinema industry, with 
more in-town sites than any other, 
and provides an effective and finan- 
dally sound service to local commu¬ 
nities. 

Urban dnemas have an important 
place as a cultural feature of our 
towns and dries, which government 
policy has hitherto supported. The 
Conservative Government's stricter 
application of planning policy will 
have done much to enhance the vital¬ 
ity of town centres. We hope the new 
Government will ensure their contin¬ 
uing social and environmental value.

BRIGADIER MICHAEL HARBOTTLE 



Brigadier Michael 
Harbottle, OBE, soldier, 
writer and broadcaster 
.diedun April 30 aged 80i 
He was born on F&rnarv 
7.1917. 

soldier who had been 

mentioned in dis¬ 
patches while ser/- 
. , - in B with the infantry 
in the Second World War and 
was afterwards Chief of Staff 
of the UN Peacekeeping Force 
in Cyprus. Michael Harbottle 
was subsequently to become 
so opposed to the West's 
nuclear arsenal that in .some 
quarters he was regarded as 
an instrument of Soviet propa- 
ganda. In 1981 he and a 
number of senior officers from 
all over Europe founded Gen¬ 
erals (Retd) for 1 Peace 1 and 
Disarmament, an organis¬ 
ation which set itself resolutely 
against the Nata determ¬ 
ination to keep pace with the 
Soviet build-up of intermedi¬ 
ate range missiles in Europe. 

In particular. Generals for 
Peace, which was led by 
Harbottle from its London 
base, vociferously supported 
the protests against the de¬ 
ployment of cruise missiles at 
Greenham Common in 19837 
It was also virulently against 
the siting of Pershing n battle¬ 
field support weapons in 
Germany, arguing that a 
missile “gap" betiveen the 
Warsaw Pact and Nato did not 
exist in Europe and that the ’ 
extant arsenals of the US, ■ 
Britain and France were more 
than adequate to meet tactical 
needs in the.thealre. 

This was a somewhat ex¬ 
traordinary argument given 
the fact that at that time die 
Soviet Union was deploying 
its “battlefield support" SSZ) 
missile, which, though it had • 
avoided inclusion in Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks, was 
capable of hitting targets as 
far west as Dublin and Lisbon 
with mulriple200 kfloton war¬ 
heads, from its launch sites 
deep inside the Soviet Union 
more than3,000miles away. It 
had also escaped Generals for 
Peace that the original plea to - 
the US to beef up Nate’s ,■ 
“defective" defences had actu- . 
ally been juade not ty the r . 
hawkish. Conservative Gov? -. 
ern merit of . Margaret "

Thatcher, but by Germany's 
Social Democrat Chancellor, 
Helmut Schmidt as early as 
1977. 

. In 1984 the activities of 
Generals for Peace were con¬ 
demned by the British Gov¬ 
ernment of the day who 
described them as “a gift to 
Soviet propaganda". The 
diairman of die Lords -all¬ 
party committee on defence; 
Lord Chalfont (who had been 
“Minister for Disarmament" 
in the Wilson Labour Govern¬ 
ments of 1964-701 expressed 
concern about Generals for 
Peace in a committee report 
And in the House of Lords in 
October of that year. Baroness 
Young said that some of 
Generals for Peace’s members 
(though not Harbottle) were 
members of the World Peace 
Council, "that principal instru¬ 
ment'of Soviet' propaganda 
since the war.-" .- 
: Baroness Young, went on to 
articulate the view that “the " 
collective views of Generals for 
Peace and Disarmament are 
contrary to those of the Gov¬ 


ernment and our Allies." 

The composition of the org¬ 
anisation was a slightly 
strange one, including as n did 
the disillusioned - ex- 
Bundeswehr general. Gert 
Bastian, lover of the German 
Greens’ leader Petra Kelly and 
himself a Green Party mem¬ 
ber of the Bundestag; three 
retired admirals, one French, 
one Greek and one American; 
as well as nine other European 
generals. Bastian was later to 
shoot Kelly and himself in a 
moment of apparent disillu¬ 
sionment over the failures of 
their party in the Bundestag. 

In me event, the deployment 
Of cruise and Pershing II 
continued, and is generally 
regarded as being the act of 
Nate military-political will 
which finally persuaded the 
Soviet leadership that it could 
never von an arms race with 
tiie West. 

Michael Neale Harbottle 
was educated at Marlborough 
from where he went to Sand¬ 
hurst and was commissioned 
into the Oxfordshire and 


Buckinghamshire Light Infan¬ 
try in 1937. A fine cricketer, he 
captained Sandhurst and, 
after the war. the Army XI. 
despite having, by then, lost 
several fingers, while serving 
with his battalion in Italy. 

For a period after the war he 
was on the instructing staff of 
the South African Staff College 
before returning to regimen tel 
soldiering as commander of 
the 1st Battalion Royal Green 
Jackets, 1959b2. He was ap¬ 
pointed OBE in 1959. From 
1962 to 1964 he was garrison 
commander in Aden, during a 
difficult period, in which he 
was heavily involved in a 
rapidly deteriorating security 
situation. 

After a period in command 
of 129 Infantry Brigade, TA, he 
was sent, in 1966. to his final 
posting with the UN in 
Cyprus, an experience that 
was to colour his views on 
peacekeeping operations — 
and attitude to world peace in 
general — ever afterwards. 
His period in Cyprus brought 
him into contact with General 


Indar Jit Rikhye. military 
advider to the Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral of the UN; later the two 
men were to collaborate on 
what was to become the stan¬ 
dard manual on UN peace¬ 
keeping operations. 

Harbottle retired from the 
Army at the end of his UN 
Cyprus stint, in 1968. He was 
then, for a period, chief sec¬ 
urity officer for a diamond 
company in Sierra Leone. This 
was the Sierra Leone Selection 
Trust, then a British owned 
mining subsidiary of the Con¬ 
solidated African Selection 
Trust, which had been fight¬ 
ing a losing battle against 
illicit mining in its area. 
Unfortunately, during his first 
trip from the diamond fields to 
Freetown with a consignment 
of diamonds, Harbottle was 
set upon and robbed of £ 1*2 
million worth of stones by 
armed bandits at Freetown' 
airport. The Sierra Leone Gov¬ 
ernment was suspicious that 
the company had somehow 
connived at its own loss and 
the Freetown press launched a 


campaign of vilification 
against ii. 

Harbottle. in particular, 
came under fire, being 
described in the papers in a 
flight of fancy as a former 
Conan mercennary specially 
recruited by the company w 
sei up the hi-jack. Although 
those who may well have been 
the real culprits were tracked 
down and brought to trial, 
they were eventually acquit¬ 
ted" Bui the Sierra Leone 
authorities signalled their dis¬ 
pleasure by expelling 
Harbottle and two other Brit¬ 
ish employees of the firm. 

Returning to Britain, 
Harbonle devoted his energies 
ro writing and lecturing about 
UN peacekeeping operations. 
He was apt to ascribe to these 
a greater degree of success 
than the coolest appraisal of 
the available evidence might 
suggest. Bui he continued to 
be a staunch advocate of UN 
intervention wherever it might 
seem to be practicable — from 
Kashmir to Zaire and from 
Cyprus to Lebanon. 

Harbonle published a num¬ 
ber of books, most of which 
described his experiences as a 
UN soldier. 77ie Impartial 
Soldier 11970) was an account 
of his period as Chief of Staff to 
General Manola. commander 
of the UN peacekeeping force 
in Cyprus. The Blue Berets 
0971.' 2nd ed 1975) described 
the five main UN peacekeep¬ 
ing operations going on in the 
world at that time" and ana¬ 
lysed their effectiveness. Other 
titles were The Thin Blue Line: 
International Peacekeeping 
and its Future (19741 and (as 
collator) Peacekeeper’s Hand¬ 
book (1978J. His experiences in 
Sierra Leone were described in 
a book The Knaves of Did - 
monds. which was published 
in 1976. 

Harbonle was general-sec¬ 
retary of ihe World Disarma¬ 
ment Campaign — which had 
been founded in 1980 by Lord 
Noel-Baker — and Lord 
Brockway, from 1980 to 1982. 
He had been director of the 
Centre for Internationa] 
Peacebuilding since 1983. 

Michael Harbonle is sur¬ 
vived by his wife Eirwen. by 
the son and daughter of a 
previous marriage, and by two 
stepdaughters. 


JAMES ROSS 


James Ross. MBE, 
former president of tihe ‘ 
Royal College of 
S a recoils of Edxnbur^i. - 
died on April 12aged 85.' 
He was bom on June 25, ; 
.1911./. 

WHEN James Ross was elect¬ 
ed president of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edin¬ 
burgh he showed himself a 
wise medical statesman and 
superb ambassador, riot just 


for the college, but for British 
. surgery as a whole. Travelling 
extensively, he did much to 
. strengthen die college’s corpo¬ 
rate spirit He also proposed 
reforms of higher examina¬ 
tions in surgery which eventu-. 
ally resulted in the institution 
of intercollegiate examina¬ 
tions in the surgical special¬ 
ties. His achievements were 
recognised by' his appoint¬ 
ment to honorary fellowships 
of colleges all over the world. 


James Alexander Ross was 
bom in Edinburgh but spent 
much of his early childhood in 
Brazil where his father was a 
bank manager. He relumed to 
Scotland Mien he was nine 
and was educated at 
Merchiston Castle School of 
which he later became a. 
Governor. 

In 1928 he entered the medi¬ 
cal faculty of Edinburgh Univ¬ 
ersity. developing an 
enthusiasm for anatomy 


which was to persist through¬ 
out his professional life. After 
graduating MB ChB in 1934, 
he held resident hospital posts 
before deciding to pursue a 
career in surgery. He ob¬ 
tained the Fellowship of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in 
1938. 

He worked briefly as a 
clinical tutor in the Royal 
Infirmary but. joining the 
RAMC Supplementary Re¬ 
serve of Officers, was called up 
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with the outbreak of the 
Second World War. His first 
experience of war surgery was 
in tending casualties from the 
Dunkirk evacuation and from 
the Battle of Britain. He met 
and married an Army nursing 
sister, Catherine Curtis. But a 
few months later he was 
posted to Egypt and three 
years passed before he saw his 
wife again. 

During these years. Ross 
treated casualties from most of 
the major battles fought by the 
8th Army in its North African 
campaign and in the Allied 
invasions of Sicily and Italy. 
Early in 1944, he was posted to 
No 15 Casualty Clearing Sta¬ 
tion with which he landed on 
the Anzio beachhead. He was 
appointed MBE (mil) for his 
surgical services to the wound¬ 
ed during four weeks of partic¬ 
ularly fierce fighting. 
Throughout his military 
career he kept a meticulous 
diary which in 1948 he pub- 
lished as Memoirs of an A rmy 
Surgeon. 

Demobilised in 1945 with 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel. 
Ross returned to Edinburgh 
and worked initially in the 
university anatomy depart¬ 
ment. He graduated MD in 
1947 and in that year was 
appointed honorary assistant 
surgeon to the Royal Infirma¬ 
ry arid to Leith Hospital. 

With the establishment of 
the National Health Service 
he became one of the two 
consultant surgeons in charge 
of the surgical out-patient 
department of the Royal Infir¬ 
mary. He then moved to the 
Professorial Surgical Unit 
under Sir James Learmonth 
and when Professor (later Sir) 
Michael Woodruff was ap¬ 


pointed to the Chair of Surgi¬ 
cal Science in 1957, Ross 
became his “sub-chief". In this 
capacity, he played an impor¬ 
tant part in the first British 
kidney transplantation, which 
was successfully carried out 
by Woodruff in I960. In 1961 
he was invited to set up and 
take charge of a new general 
surgical unit at the Eastern 
General Hospital. 

From an early stage in his 
surgical career. Ross had de¬ 
veloped a special interest in 
urology. He published a num¬ 
ber of monographs on the 
subject. Bur his zeal for ana¬ 
tomical teaching and research 
was never diminished and in 
1984 he co-authored the 
Manual of Surgical Anatomy. 

James Ross was honorary 
consultant to the Army in 
Scotland from 1970 to 1976. He 
was particularly delighted 
when (he surgical unit ar the 
Eastern General Hospital was 
selected by the RAMC for the 
training of its surgical 
specialists. 

He was appointed secretary 
of the Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons in l%0 and in his eight- 
year tenure he acquired an 
unrivalled knowledge of its 
history, traditions, laws and 
procedures. His election to the 
vice-presidency in 1971 was 
regarded as a natural progres¬ 
sion. In 1973 he was elected 
president. 

In 1976 he retired from the 
presidency and from active 
surgical practice. In 197S he 
published 77n? Edinburgh 
School of Surgery after Lister. 
a valuable contribution to 
Scottish medical history. 

Ross's wife predeceased him 
in 19SS. He is survived by a 
son and a daughter. 


LINE VAUTRIN 


Line Vantrm. jewellery 
designer and sculptor. 

died in Paris on April 12 
aged 85. She was born 
there on April 28,1913. 

IN Nazi-occupied Paris. Une 
Vautrin found herself at the 
cenrre of bohemian chic. 
Clothes were in short supply. 
Fashion-conscious Parisians, 
of necessity, dressed simply. 
But ihey flaunted frivolity in 
their costume jewellery. 
Vautrin's extraordinary, 
whimsical, almost surrealist 
designs caught their eye. 

By the end of the war. and 
throughout the 1950s. Vautrin 
was seen as rhe epitome of 
neo-romantic fashion. Known 
as a “poet of metai“. she 
worked in an inventive array 
of materials: spun glass, wire, 
resin, ceramic, terracotta, 
mother of pearl, carved ivory 
and. most typically, bronze. 
These she cast or shaped into 
ever more imaginative forms: 
chains with links like flurries 
of angels, visual riddles so 
beloved of medieval crafts¬ 
men. hieroglyphic patterns 
and Celtic symbols. 

As well as jewellery she 
made slippers, umbrella han¬ 
dles, handbags, powder com¬ 
pacts and mirrors. She 
pioneered the designer button, 
made front blown glass with 
tiny ships inside, or hollowed 
to serve as scent bottles. 
Highly sought after by the 
beau monde. her work was 
collected by such celebrities as 
Ingrid Bergman and Brigitte 
Bardot. Franpoise Sagan and 
Sophie Maugham. 

By the |9o0s, however. 
Vaufrin had turned her back 
on fashionable retail. Soon she 
could scarcely find a shop 
willing to exhibit her work. 
She remained neglected until 
1986 when an auction of her 
work aroused new' interest. 

Line Vautrin was bom into 
a family of metal founders. 
Her forebears had created rhe 
bronze decorations for the 
Palace of Versailles. Line’s 
father taught her the basic 
techniques of casting, chasing 
and gilding when she was still 
a child. 

Leaving school as a teen¬ 
ager she started work as a 
door-girl at rhe house of Elsa 
Schiaparelli. Bul fiercely in¬ 
dependent, she lasted in this 
job only a few weeks before 
deciding io set up a business of 
her own. She designed a col¬ 
lection of bracelets and trin¬ 
kets and, setting out with a 
suitcase, began to sell them 
door to door around Paris. 
Back in her workshops she 
continued to experiment with 
materials, particularly gilt 
bronze — hitherto unheard of 
in the jewellery trade, and 
considered vulgar. 

When she exhibited at the 
Paris international Exposition 


in 1937 she made enough 
money to open her first tiny 
shop — “ihe cupboard" - in 
the Rue de Bern. Even then 
financial success was slow to 
come. From initial casting w 
final embellishment, each 
piece demanded intense hours 
of work which were not reflect¬ 
ed in the modest prices. 

Nonetheless, her client list 
grew and she was able to 
move to an exquisite little 
boutique on the fashionable 
Rue du Faubourg Saiiu- 
Honore. where she estab¬ 
lished herself as rhe “art 
jeweller” of Paris. 

If the war brought difficul¬ 
ties—not least being a scarcity 
of materials — Vautrin pros¬ 
pered. She soon discovered 
that Nazi-occupied Paris had 
an even greater demand than 
before for beautiful things. “It 
became obvious." she said, 
"that the harder things were to 
manufacture, the easier they 
were to sell.” 

With die end of the war she 
moved again to a vast 26-room 
building in the Marais — at 
that time not the fashionable 
place that it is today. There, in 
its maze of rooms, she entered 
upon the most frenetic period 
of her life, creating an empire 
of her own. sumptuously deco¬ 
rated in neo-romantic style. 

She expanded her designs to 
include almost sculptural 
works — huge barbaric neck¬ 
laces influenced by her re¬ 
search into ancient gold¬ 
smiths. mirrors so heavy that 
she could not lift them. 

In the early 1960s. however, 
higher rents and an artistic 
restlessness led her to leave 
her palace in the Marais. She 
began to concentrate on work¬ 
ing in what became her signa¬ 
ture material: a resin which 
she patented under the name 
“Talosel". made from cellulose 
acetate fractured into splinters 
and worked with heal. She 
encrusted it with fragments of 
mirror glass. 

Vautrin set up another stu¬ 
dio on the Rue de 1‘Universite 
where she stayed for several 
years and also opened a shop 
in Morocco for a while. Bur 
gradually she gave up manu¬ 
facturing and selling and 
turned to teaching and the 
sculpting of large pieces. She 
found personal gratification in 
this work but received no 
response from attempts to 
exhibit it 

Then in I9S6, at an auction 
in Paris, her work came to the 
attention of the London arr 
dealer. David Gill. They en¬ 
tered into a collaboration 
which was to revive her work. 
Two books were also written 
about her. Une Vautrin (1992) 
and Rebus (1994). 

Vautrin married Jacques 
Arm and Bonnaud. The mar¬ 
riage ended in divorce. She is 
survived by a daughter. 
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TWO MOTOR BANDITS 
KILLED. 

CAR OVERTURNED DURING 
CHASE BY POLICE. 

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

STROUD, MAY 6 
After a draw by police, two members of a 
London gang weir killed tarty this morning 
in an accident to the motor car in which they 
had been travelling about the country. Three 
mare men. who are alleged to be the other 
members of the gang, who escaped after the 
accident, were captu red in the neighbourhood 
this afternoon. All five came from Camber- 
wdL their ages ranging from 17 to 26. 

The part}', which had beer in the district 
some days, and were suspected of robbing 
garages, had been using a Morris Cnwley 
[wo- sealer car. Ai 1225 a.m. to-day they were 
seen by Inspector Ha Hen and Detective Swift 
leaving Stroud in the car in the direction of 
Painswick. a village four miles away. Police- 
constable Price pursued them on a motor¬ 
cycle. followed by Superintendent Lane and 
other officers in the superintendenrs car. 

On entering Painswick, where a garage had 
just been broken into, the police met the men 
returning in their car. They were travelling at 
a terrific speed down the hill which leads from

the village, and narrowly escaped a collision 
with the police car. which was at once puiled 
up. A few seconds later 3 crash was heard, 
and on reaching a bend in the road the police 
found that the car had been unable to take it 
and, running up the footpath, had turned 
completely over. Two of the occupants were 
pinned under the car and when extricated 
wen? found to be dead. 

The three other members of the gang had 
escaped in the darkness across the fields. A 
youth, who was near hy and saw rhe accident, 
being nearly knocked down by rite car, saw 


them make off, limping badly, having 
climbed over a knee. The bodies of the two 
dead men were removed to rhe mortuary at 
Stroud, and the police made active search for 
their fellows. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon three men were 
found by Sergeant Oakley, the officer in 
charge at Painswick Sration. in a field in 
Greenhouse-lane. Painswick, where the}' had 
apparently been resting before attempting to 
gel away from the district. They offered no 
resistance to arrest and were unarmed. Their 
ages range from 17 to 19 years. One was 
wearing only one boot, having apparently lost 
the olher in ihe accidenL 

The prisoners gave their names as Fred¬ 
erick Carney. 17 years, Claude Hunter, 18 
years, and William Gearing. 18years, all from 
Camberwell. They were conveyed to Stroud 
and will be brought up in the police court to¬ 
day. 

The two dead men have been identified as 
Ernest Assiwr. aged 26, and Rupert Walters, 
aged 21. also from Camberwell. 

During the day. Dr. Robertson, a local 
medical practitioner, visited the mortuary and 
identified one nf ihe dead men as a man who 
accosted him on Monday at Cainscn&s and 
asked him for petrol, stating that his car had 
broken down. 
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How do you arbitrate on moral standards today? 


Finding a morality 
to fill a vacuum 


H ere is a tough one. How do you set 
moral standards when there aren’t 
any? The Broadcasting Standards 
Commission's report published today is a 
masterpiece of candour. It reveals that there 
is no national agreement on what is 
unacceptable, unsocial or even shocking. 

This admission is shocking in itself 
because if reveals that the commission is 
unsure of its joh. The BSC set in church-like 
architecture near Westminster Abbey, is 
charged with policing taste, decency and 
privacy across ail radio and television. 

It has now spent some of its million-pound 
plus annual budget on research by the 
University of Leeds to fell it what if could 
have leamt at the pub or from an evening’s 
channel-hopping. We live in two nations, 
one utterly appalled by the enter¬ 
tainment that the other cannot get 
enough of. 

Anybody who ever writes in 
favour of free speech knows the 
popularity of censorship. “It's a 
pity we can't have more of it." a 
reader in Southend-on-Sea recent¬ 
ly wrote to me. “1 don’t shudder at 
the prudishness of the past 1 look 
back on it as a golden age of 
entertainment." Another wrote 
from Hampshire: "What I object 
to is being turned into an unwill¬ 
ing Pfeepirtg Tom.

Still the BSCs statistics are nice to have, 
especially since opinion researchers acquit¬ 
ted themselves so well last week. The 
commission now holds sound evidence of 
the sophistication of the general public. 
People by and large do not blame television 
for violence: rather, they see the cause as 
lying within the breakdown of family 
discipline. They accept in general that 
regulation should be lighter on subscription 
channels than on the free terrestrials. What 
they realty dislike they would have toned 
down, not eliminated. 

The gnawing problem, the report says, is 
that there is no longer any common 
language for talking about moral standards. 
People know right from wrong but they do 
not have the words in which to express their 
principles. They are certain of 
only two things: that they they do 
not live by the standards of their 
parents and that the current 
golden rule nowadays is not "love 
thy neighbour" but "protect thy 
family". 

Questions of privacy leave them 
flummoxed although it would be 
good to know whether the public 
thinks that the privacy' of Cherie 
Blair was invaded when she was 
caught by photographers at the 
front door in her nightdress. 
Unfortunately, nothing about 


1 have some sympathy with their recoil. By 
no means am 1 always on the laisser-faire 
side. Certainly. I have zero tolerance for one 
of the two phenomena most hated by British 
television viewers: bad language. Zero 
tolerance, that is. for four-letter words 
broadcast before 9pm and at any time of day 
if uttered In any non-fictional programme 
where voices share the common currency of 
acceptable speech. Nothing on air has 
offended me this year more than Anna Ford 
saying "shit" on Radio 4’s Today. That 1 was 
in'the back of a taxi in Dublin at the time 
made ft worse. Doesn't she know that this 
voice of Britain crosses the Channel and the 
Irish Sea? 

The other major cause of offence, accord¬ 
ing to the BSCs new report, is the depiction 
of homosexuality as normal That grievance 
I’U have to leave to the others. Homosexual¬ 
ity seems to me no more contagious than 
heterosexuality. But swearing, everybody 
knows, is catching. Simply switching off 
soap operas would save many in the 
audience from the shocks that they complain 
about, such as the woman who protested 
that 535pm is too early for premature 
ejaculation (an affliction hinted at on 
Neighbour^. What can viewers expect if 
they want to see family sagas dragged out 
over three, four or five nights of a week? The 
poor writers have to throw in the whole 
Kraft-Ebbing kit to keep the plot going. 


the BSCs vigorous excerrise in measuring 
the national moral ambivalence, as Lady 
Howe, the commission’s chairman, says 
ruefully in her introduction, "makes the 
business of regulating any easier". 

Oh. but it does. The BSC has to carry on 
doing just what it did before April I when 
new legislation tucked the old Broadcasting 
Complaints Commission into it listen to 
complaints which, by and large, it does not 
uphold. Taste has moved on. A large part of 
the audience simply has been outvoted. But 
it needs a shoulder to cry on.

Jackson has explained that his obses¬ 
sion for detail is to compensate for his 
non-cultural upbringing. “Because 1 grew’ 
up in a house wiihouT books in it and 
because i didn't go into an an gallery 
before I was IS. I had to be self taught, had 
to be curious." he says. 

"People who come from an Oxbridge 
background are often very well informed 
but not at all curious, and curiosity is the 
important thing." 

Yesterday Jackson admitted that it had 
been difficult to leave the BBC. “Yes I did 
have a great job and i loved the people 1 
uorked wiih. J have been supportive of 
the changes that have taken place there. 

"It was a real wrench to leave but this is

A MORI survey carried out in 1993- 
94 by Pam Enderfoy, now a professor 
at Sheffield University, showed that 
one in five under-5s had communica¬ 
tion difficulties. 

“When children watch television, 
the vision and sound compete for their 
attention and they tend to be distracted 
by what they see," she says. “Radio 
helps them learn to attend and listen." 

In May 1994 Dr Sally Ward of the 
Hearing. Speech & Language Centre 
in London reported that the common¬ 
est single developmental difficulty in 
the pre-school years was auditory 
perception. In the majority of cases the 
cause was the child's lack of “selection 
auditory attention’' — in other words 
they were not listening properly. 


Provisional start-up and running 
costs for the service are estimated to be 
around £44 million for the first four 
years.

Bank of England to be independent

THE Bank of England is to 
gain operational independence 
in what Gordon Brown, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
described as the most radical 
reform of the Bank* structure 
in its 300-year history. 

The Gpvemmenr will contin¬ 
ue to set inflation policy tar¬ 
gets. but responsibility for 
changing interest rates will be 
handed to a reformed Bank of 
England. Mr Brown said he 
wanted to “remove the suspi¬ 
cion that short-term influences 
are setting interest rates" and 


create a system that is “effect¬ 
ive. open and accountable”. 

Mr Brown aims to improve 
the quality of decision-making 
at the Bank by appointing four 
outside members to the Bank* 
monetary policy committee. 
Tlie new members, who are 
expected to be drawn from the 
City and academia, will be 
appointed for three-year terms 
as full-time Bank employees. 

The Chancellor plans to ap¬ 
point a second Deputy Gover¬ 
nor for a five-year term. Re¬ 
sponsibility for monetary 


policy and supervision is to be 
split between the two deputies. 
Mr Brown stopped short of 
fully dividing the Bank* su¬ 
pervisory and monetary policy 
rales, but said he would 
undertake further reforms of 
supervision in the near future. 

The Bank* reformed mone¬ 
tary policy committee will 
meet once a month and set 
interest rate by majority vote. 
Minutes of the meetings, and 
voting records, will be pub¬ 
lished six weeks in arrears. 

The Chancellor also said he

Raymond. 

The settlement means that all allega¬ 
tions of impropriety made against Mr 
Duvai have bren withdrawn.

THE world has turned upside down. A 
Labour Government is elected and the new 
Chancellor’s first move is to hand over control 
of macroeconomic policy to the Bank of 
England. Gilts soar, dealing room screens 
turn Wue and the FT-SE 100 surges upwards. 

Cynics may wonder whether the Gover¬ 
nor’s new independence is guaranteed to sur¬ 
vive right up to rhe next election but the 
decision to hand over monetary policy tpthe - 
Bank has removed a huge amount of political 
risk, leaving investors with the prospect of 
lower long-term interest rates. The stability 
generated by such a policy for industry as well 
as the financial markets will lead to expecta¬ 
tions of an even lower inflation target than the 
current ZS per cent and that should improve 
the value of all financial assets.

Brown’s revolution rocks 


Bank to the foundation

reforms 


G ordon Brown, the 
new Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, has 
given CSty traders 
and the money markets a dose 
of what they, like best the 
smack of firm government 
Within days of caking up the 
reins at the Treasury Mr 
Brown has signalled toe most 
fundamental shake-up of the 
Bank of England sinceits foun-. 
datum nearly 303 years ago. 

The City bad always as- • 
suiiied, - and indeed' if'was - 
outlined in toe Labour Party 
manifesto, that the new Gov¬ 
ernment would oversee re¬ 
forms at the Bank. 

Fbr the record, the manifes¬ 
to said Labour would“ensiire 
that decision making'on mon¬ 
etary policy is more effective, 
open, 'accountable; and free 
from ‘ short-term political 
manipulation." 

What was not expected, how¬ 
ever, was toe speed at which 
the new Chancellor would act 
Without warning Mr Brown 
brought forward to yesterday 
, u the regular monthly meeting . 
“ with Eddie George, the Gover¬ 
nor. He raised interest rates 
and then declared it would be 
die last such meeting. • 

In future the Bank will call 
the shots on interest rales. At 
the same time the Old Lady's 
internal structure is to be 
beefed-up, starting at the top 
with a reform of the Court, the 
equivalent of a board of direc-: 
tors. Finally, the Bank’s role in 
policing UK banks will also 
come imder dose scrutiny.. 

In a preemptive and bril¬ 
liantly orchestrated manoeu¬ 
vre yesterday Mr Brown sent 
a seven-page letter to Eddie 
George, the Governor of the 
Bank of England, outlining 
his radical plans. For good 
measure the text of the Chan¬ 
cellor's letter was released, 
illustrating just how much 
work was done while Labour 
was in opposition. Neverthe¬ 
less, the missive still leaves 
many questions unanswered. 

Who, for example, will be 
the second Deputy Governor 
alongside Howard Davies and. 
will Mr Davies in fixture be in 



supervision. Unusually, se¬ 
nior Bank directors have pub¬ 
licly warned in recent speeches 
of the dangers of “star" City 
salaries and how they can 
encourage undue risk taking. 

Mr Brown is well aware 
that another costly bank fail¬ 
ure would look very bad for 
the Government of the day 
and he. for one. is anxious to 
avoid having to appear at the 
dispatch box to explain yet 
another banking disaster. 
That is why supervision was 
accorded such prominence. In 
yesterday's mission statement 
Mr Brown said that one 
Deputy Governor will support 
the Governor on monetary 
policy and the other will 
support the Governor on “fi¬ 
nancial stability", which in 
Bank-speak means regulation. 
This appears to be the clearest 
indicator yet that policing UK 
banks will remain as it is with 
the proviso that the status quo 
might change depending on 
how plans to reform toe 
present system of City regula¬ 
tion in general take shape. 


T he Chancellor's state 
ment yesterday also 
illustrates how much 
parliamentary atti¬ 
tudes to toe Bank have 
changed. Right up until last 
summer there appeared to be 
a growing political consensus 
that the Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street should 
become a central bank with its 
supervisory role taken over by 
a Banking Commission. That 
may even be the eventual 
outcome of the latest reforms. 
But by last autumn attitudes 
were changing. The Treasury 
Select Committee, through 
which toe Bank will now 
report to Parliament, shied 
away from recommending a 
separation of duties. In West¬ 
minster. normally sceptic MPs 
were heard to say how much 
better the Bank was perform¬ 
ing and it is this view that 
appears to have prevailed. 

Cosy tea-time chats at the 
Bank are dearly no longer the 
order of the day. The Bank 
signalled last July that its days 
of secrecy are gone and Mr 
Brown's intervention yesterday 
merely underlines that fact The 
pitfall Mr Brown has to avoid 
now is in introducing too many : 
names and extra positions to 
oversee his reforms. Such 
names as are put forward for 
these posts may not yet be 
regarded as the great and the 
good of the City. But give them a 
few years at the top and access 
to a few privileges and they 
might soon become just that 
That would be a pity.

Mr 
Clarke had resisted such calls 
but Mr Brown duly obliged 
with a 025 per cent hike in 
rates yesterday. But he added 
that in future “operational 
decisions an interest rate poli¬ 
cy will be made by a new 
Monetary Policy Committee 
comprising'the Governor, the 


Deputy Governors and six 
members. The decisions will 
be made by a vote of toe 
committee, with each member 
haring one vote. If there is no 
majority, the Governor will 
have the casting vote.” 

Reform of the Court of the 
Bank of England is another 
central plank in the Brown 
agenda. To outsiders the Court 
has been viewed as a job for 
“the great and the good", and 
generally male habhu£s, of 
banking parlours. Mr Brown 
says: “The Court of the Bank 
of England will review the 
performance of toe Bank, in- 
chiding that of the Monetary 
Policy Committee. The Court 
will be substantially reformed 
to make it representative of the 
whole of the United Kingdom 
and to take account of the full 
range of Britain’s industrial 
and business sectors.” 

New legislation will be 
needed to amend the Bank of 
England Act 1946 to institute 
many of the reforms and Mr 
Brown promised that these 
would be forthcoming in the 
Queen’s Speech. He said: “The 
Bank win of course remain in 


public ownership. The legisla¬ 
tion will set up the new 
monetary polity. framework, 
and provide for greater 
aocountabOity." 

The sub-text of Mr Brown's 
New Monetary Policy Frame¬ 
work letter also appears to 
have a European flavour. 
While the Chancellor again 
yesterday appeared to rule out 
Britain joining a single Euro¬ 
pean currency in toe first 
wave, he has kept his options 
open to sign up the second 
time round, perhaps in the 
year 2002. Even now, though, 
attitudes to a single currency 
appear to be hardening across 
the Continent at the domestic 
political leveL 


T here are those bank¬ 
ers who believe that 
achieving toe single 
currency, as envis¬ 
aged in its present form, is no 
longer practical. Peter Birch, 
the respected chief executive of 
Abbey National, told The 
Times last month: “Of all the 
bankers I meet here and in 
Europe there is a 50/50 split 
over joining. In any event 


there are no prizes just for 
being first" 

One of toe criteria laid down 
for countries joining the single 
currency is to have an inde¬ 
pendent central bank. Mr 
Brown made several noises in 
that direction in yesterday’s 
statement For example, he 
said that in future the Bank's 
role as the Government’s 
agent for debt management 
the sale of gilts, the oversight 
of the gilts market and cash 
management would be trans¬ 
ferred to toe Treasury. This 
would be in line with the 
hands-off role played by cen¬ 
tral banks in Europe and 
avoid any possible conflict of 
interest

Brown opts 
for the 


Major road 


I t is about 30 years since 
Harold Wilson invited 
the cream of the finan¬ 
cial establishment round to 
No 10 to toast the FT index, 
when it passed 400 for the 
first time. After a struggle; 
Labour had proved that it 
was acceptable in the City. It 
had not, alas, proved that its 
economic policies were 
sound. 

No struggle this time; but 
Gordon Brown should not 
be too quick to celebrate the 
market's approval of his first 
act as Chancellor: nor. for 
that matter, should the City 
be too quick to approve. 

The modus operand!, 
with a broad monetary poli¬ 
cy committee, and published 
minutes, looks good; it is, 
after all closely modelled on 
that of the Fed. the world's 
most successful central 
bank. 

But the sealed orders are 
quite different. What is it as 
a Tory minister once asked 
his civil servants, that we are 
trying to optimise? The 
Bank of England has been 
told to set rates to achieve an 
inflation target set by the 
Government 
Is that afl? Not quite. 
There is also a phrase about 
“supporting the general eco¬ 
nomic policies of toe Gov¬ 
ernment". But the order of 
priority looks clear, all the 
same at heart this is the 
Bundesbank model, where 
the main duty of the central 
bank is to guard the value of 
toe currency. 

The Fed, by contrast oper¬ 
ates under toe Humphreys 
Hawkins Act which lays 
equal emphasis on inflation, 
economic growth and em¬ 
ployment The difference 
matters. 

The Fed’s broad brief so 
offended the monetary pur¬ 
ists in Chicago that they set 
up their own Shadow Open 
Market Committee (SOMC) 
to say what policy ought to 
be. Their advice has never 
changed: interest rates 
should be raised. The Fed 
followed its own star. Result: 
Alan Greenspan has be¬ 
come a Lay saint while it is 
long since anyone took toe 
faintest notice of the SOMC 
Now Eddie George and 
his officials are not doctri¬ 
naire monetarists, and toe 
Bank's forecasts for toe real 
economy have often been 
praised as better than those 
of toe Treasury. Why, then. 


have they been sounding 
Like a less extreme version of 
toe SOMC? Because, by 
their own account they were 
asked the wrong question. 
Not what is toe right level 
for rates? But what level of 
rates will deliver the infla¬ 
tion target? Since an infla¬ 
tion target is not really a 
target ai all. but a ceiling, 
this was bound to give them 
a deflationary bias. 

Will their "independent" 
operations show the same 
bias? Let us suppose, chari¬ 
tably. that toe Bank has 
learnt perfect judgment 
from experience, and that it 
policies are in some sense 
optimal; its a brief still looks 
lopsided. 

Aba, you may say, but this 
is Britain, not America. The 
Fed has to run the economy, 
because toe American bud¬ 
get only emerges after 
months of horse-trading, 
and is always quite different 
from what the Administra¬ 
tion proposed in the first 
place. So it is just about 
taxes and spending. A Brit¬ 
ish Chancellor, by contrast 
has Draconian powers, and 
so he can manage toe econo¬ 
my. But can he? He can set a 
course (within toe limits of 
the Treaty, and of his own 
election pledges). 

But when events — in toe 
currency markets, say, or the 
oil market or in the Euro¬ 
pean economy — make that 
course look dangerous, it is 
hard to change it So unless 
Brown intends a series of 
mini-Budgets (very old Lab¬ 
our, that would be) he may 
have to look the toe Bank to 
respond, after all. and deliv¬ 
er an optima] policy, not just 
an inflation target That was 
the tunnel vision that let 
Jc'm Major blunder into a 
recession, which can hardly 
be the lead Gordon Brown 
means to follow. 


T he first Labour gov¬ 
ernment since 1979 
has to establish its 
anti-inflationary credentials, 
to be sure; and it would also 
be nice to dose the unflatter¬ 
ing gap between gilt yidds 
and those on French and 
German bonds (toe hope 
that helped to ignite the 
markets). It would even help 
the Budget balance, Italian 
fashion. So this could still 
prove a good start If only 
Brown didn't sound so dour. 
And so smug.

Sotheby’s trims loss in 
first quarter to $6.8m

SHARES in Sotheby's Hold¬ 
ings rose 35p to 990p after the 
auction group reported a first- 
quarter loss of $6.8 million, an 
improvement on die previous 
year’s $&2 million loss.

It said tiie 
$35.8 million raised in Hong 
Kong last week was the high¬ 
est since 1989. The highlight of 
the week was the sale of a 
collection of Ming and Qing 
dynasty porcelain.

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Pilot pay dispute 
at American settled 

THE long-running dispute over pilot pay at American 
Airlines, the second-largest carrier in the US. has ended with 
agreement on a five-year labour contract. The pilots 
approved the contract by a 70 per cent majority, averting the 
threat of a second strike. 

The settlement means that American can go ahead with a 
$6 billion order for 103 new aeroplanes from Boeing. Part of 
tiie dispute centred on the pilots’ refusal to fly the new jets, 
but they have ended their opposition in return for a 9 per cent 
pay increase and share options. The dispute caused a sharp 
drop in American's profits over the last quarter as the strike 
threat drove customers to book with other airlines. 

Air France aid battle 

SIX European airlines — among them British Airways. Air 
UK and British Midland — have lodged a formal request to 
the European Court in Luxembourg to cancel a French rescue 
of Air France, the state-controlled airline, court sources said. 
The airlines said that tiie court should annul a decision by the 
European Commission in July 1994. authorising tiie French 
Government to give the airline FV20 billion in aid.

Kanawa conducted by Sold, 
and for those who can have too 
much Verdi, there's Haitink 
conducting a revival of Trevor 
Nunn's production of Katya 
Kabanova (May 23). 

Things are quieter at toe 
Coliseum, where, as a result of 
truly Orwellian doublespeak, 
“stabilisation” fending has led 
to English National Opera's 
cancellation of Gavin Bryan'S 
new opera: its replacement by 
a revival of Don Pasquale 
Pun 25) seems an unnecessari¬ 
ly sadistic acr of revenge on 
ENO^ pan. Plenty of action in 
toe regions, though: Carlo 
Rizzi conducts David Pbunt- 
ney's new production of 
Boccanegra tor the Welsh 
National (May 19). and Opera 
North offers a new Cosi fan 
note conducted by Claire 
Gibault and directed by Rich¬ 
ard Jones, fresh from sinking 
toe Titanic on Broadway, 
Festival time: John Eliot 
Gardiner makes his Gtynde- 
boume debut conducting 


Graham Vick's new staging of 
Puccini's Manon Lescaut 
{May IS), and Jerome Savary. 
another debutant, directs Ros¬ 
sini's Comte Ory Pul 20), a 
zany comedy far too long 
absent from Glyndebaume’s 
repertory. Anja Sflja returns to 
star in The Makmpouhs Case 
pun 27), and the stunning 
Peter Sellars Theodora is back 
on August 3. 

There’s important new work 
at Aldeburgh, with a double 
Tumage premiere ax the 
Mailings on June 13. and at 
the Almeida, where Roderick 
Watkins's highly praised Juni¬ 
per Tree and Battistelli's Cend 
receive toeir UK premieres on 
June 30 and July II respective¬ 
ly. Garsington presents toe 
first LTK staging of Strauss's 
Egyptian Helen pun 22), with 
Susan Bullock conducted by 
Elgar Howarth. More tradi¬ 
tional tastes are catered for by 
Mozart and Haydn. 

Unmissable opera at Edin¬ 
burgh this year includes the 
Royal Opera’s first away- 
fram-Covent-Garden new pro¬ 
duction: Mark Morris's 

staging of Rameau's sarky 
comedy Platee (Aug II) — and 
the rarely performed first ver¬ 
sion of Strauss’s Ariadne auf 
Naxos, toe one combined with 
Bourgeois Gentilhomme, in a 
co-production by Scottish Op¬ 
era and the Nottingham Ray- 
house (Aug 20). And it will be 
hard to stay away from toe 
Usher Hall for Jane Eaglen 
and Bryn Terfel in a concert 
performance of toe last act of 
Die Walkure (Aug 28). and for 
a starry cast in Lucia di 
Lammermoor conducted by 
Charles Mackerras (Aug 17).

D avid Cronenberg's 
film of Crash has 
passed through cine¬ 
mas with scant attention in 
other countries, except from 
the director's hardened fans. 
But Britain’s tabloid press 
have ensured that all eyes will 
be on this adaptation of J. G. 
Ballard^ book when it finally 
arrives in this country, uncut, 
on June 5. Cronenberg docu¬ 
ments Ballard's alliance of 
sexual thrills and car crashes 
with chilly bravura, though it 
gets monotonous after a while. 

More controversy is headed 
this way when The Devil’s 
Own opens on June 20. This 
tooughrless Hollywood con¬ 
coction finds, veteran New 
York cop Harrison Ford un¬ 
wittingly sheltering Brad Pitt's 
IRA terrorist, in toe United 
States on an arms-buying 
mission. A romantic, lopsided 
view of toe Irish problem is 
compounded by plotting that 
drives the film into abject 
silliness. 

Hackles may rise for differ¬ 
ent reasons over Spike Lee's 
Get On The Bus, in which toe 
director uses the black com¬ 
munity’s Million Man March 
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Seurat's Bathers at Asnieres, the focus of a fascinating show at the National Gallery 


of 1905 (no women allowed) as 
an opportunity to mount his 
soapbox. Still, you can always 
rely on Clint Eastwood. The 
weathered icon returns among 
us as director and star on May 
30 when Ahsolnte Power 
makes its debut. Compared to 
Unforgiven this is minor fare; 
but Eastwood's presentation 
of the old story about an 
accidental onlooker at a mur¬ 
der scene is so solid that 
pleasure can be guaranteed. 
Eastwood plays a burglar, at 
work on a ritzy Washington 
house just when the President 
(Gene Hackman] arrives for 
some hanky-panky. 

What of toe rest of toe 
world? Slim pickings, as usu¬ 
al. French veteran Claude Le- 
louch may strain audiences' 
patience with Men, Women: 
A User’s Manual, but Fin¬ 
land’s chief export. Aki 
Kaurismaki. is back on top 
form with Drifting Clouds, a 
sad. fenny, and ultimately 
optimistic tale of a married 
couple fighting the country's 
recession. Luc Besson will 
make a big noise with his 
futuristic adventure The Fifth 
Element, though an American 
setting, English dialogue, and 
toe presence of Bruce Willis 
scarcely make it very French. 
All three open on June 6. 

No summer is complete 
without the blockbusters. 
Titanic will not be berthing; in 
Britain this is due in Decem¬ 
ber. But you can hitch a ride 
and be hijacked with Nicolas 
Cage in Con Air, the latest 
piece of slap-bang-wallop 
from producer Jerry Bruck¬ 
heimer. This arrives in June, 
as does Batman and Robin, 
with George Clooney as 
Gotham's raped crusader and

bone-chiiimg villain Mr 
Freeze- Then Spielberg and 
Michael Crichton revisit Ju¬ 
rassic Park in The Lost World 
Uui IS). Finally, if you are not 
popcomed out, the year’s sec¬ 
ond volcano picture, set in Los 
Angeles, erupts in mid Au¬ 
gust It is imaginatively titled 
Volcano.

One minute he sounds like Neil 
Young, the next, Ice-T. He is a musical 
chameleon, an artistic schizophrenic 
who, however, revels in his cultural 
identity crisis rather than being trou¬ 
bled by it . 

He is the man who fell to Earth with 
tite SpidOT From Mars. He is very 
welcome here.

H arold Pinter is a 
champion when it 
comes to putting vola¬ 
tile, uncertain identities on 
stage. It may appear that his 
characters are safely con¬ 
tained l»y an upholstered, 
bourgeois world — in their 
circumstances, and in the 
theatrical presentation of 
those circumstances — but 
■they talk, think and operate 
with immense and, finally, 
unstoppable fluidity. 

Three out of the four plays 
in the Gate’s second season of 
Pinter — No Man's Land, 
Ashes to Ashes and The Col¬ 
lection — take place in middle- 
dass sitting rooms, but the 
psycho-dramas played out 
here among the drinks cabi¬ 
nets and stuffed chairs have 
the intense surrealism of con¬ 
versations inside one of the 
Internet’s virtual communi¬ 
ties. Indeed, the expression 
used to describe electronic 
meeting places, such as the 
Multi-User Dungeon, might 
have been coined to describe 
Ihe worlds that Pinter types 
into life. 


Although the plays are all 
guided by different directors, 
the production style for the 
festival is uniformly straight¬ 
forward. Stiffly traditional 
and naturalistic they may be, 
but these stagings never feel 
like anything but the result of 
sensible and coherent choices. 
Taken in a more adventurous 
direction, the plays, hovering 
around the edges of logic, 
could easily become fissured 
in an unproductive fashion. 
When framed this rigidly, 
however, it seems as though 
Pinter's proscenium nasties 
become all the stranger, all the 
more viriously absurd. 

The production that leaned 
most obviously towards an 
extravagant dream world, A 
Kind of Alaska, directed by 
Karel Reisz, was perhaps the 
least convincing. Inspired by 
the writings of Oliver Sacks, 
the play explores the brief 
awakening of a woman after a

decades-long snooze. Perhaps 
as a result of the 1 Sacks 
connection, the piece seems to 
work too hard to reveal de¬ 
tails . ft is as though the piece’s 
origins in Sacks's case-study of 
absurdity had somehow can¬ 
celled out the effects of Pmteris 
familiar dramatic distortions. 

T he central bed -bound 
performance from Pe¬ 
nelope WDton was a 
crowd pleaser, but her coy 
shifts between an Impetuous 
young woman and a resigned 
mature woman often seemed 
laboured and histrionic, while 
Jim Norton’s kindly medic 
Hornby was enigmatic’ with-, 


out ever being intriguing. In 
The Collodion Pinter" uses 
ambiguous, contradictory re¬ 
collections of an eSerti — an 
infidelity — that might or 
might not. have occunied, to 
explore the fugitive nature 6f 
truth, and the individuals 
conscious and unconscious 
habits of shaping it In No 
Man’s Land, tite author goes 
one step further; removing 
another key piece. from the 
jigsaw of intelligibility, this 
time making it uncertain even 
exactly what is uncertain. 

This play, the nastiest of this 
very poisonous bunch, is also 
the mast fascinating- After a 
beery evening in. a London 
pub, Spooner (Niall Buggy), 
an ariadironisticaliy tweedy 
hanger-on, seems to have .at¬ 
tached himself to Hirst 
(T.P. McKenna), a boeny 
grand figure of literature. ' 

Hirst has two servants fNick 
Dunning and Tony Haygarth, 


both dousing the proceedings 
with Wgh-grade Pinter men¬ 
ace). who might as easily be 
his- captors.’ Exchanges be¬ 
tween this odd co mpan y seem 
to say very specific things 
;abdut EngHnd ancf 'about 
dass. vtiuie jrt tiie same time 
directing attention towards 
broader issues of ait, memoiy 
ind creativity. . 

McKenna’s Hhst is bril¬ 
liantly unpredictable, tossing 
back whisky silently, speaking 
only to bicker or deliver-gnos¬ 
tic pronouncements and even¬ 
tually toppling twice, then 
spinning like a hooked fish as 
he tries drunkenly to exit 
Buggy’s performance is equal- 
. ly impressive, if less, physical. 
“All we have left is the English 
language.” his character cries 
out -at one' point, before he 
Iwgins to rid'himself of even 
that burden, in a torrent of 
wheedling, self-abasement r* 
his personality, like Pinter's 
drama, disintegrating and re^ 
generating with every'sen- 
tence he builds. -. ■ ;

1», has' been . creating 
dances for 25 years, has run 
her own company for the 
past decade and received 
virtually every award tife arts 
community could shower on her, 
including an Olivier fastyear. But 
ask Siobhan Davies about her 
success and the answer that comes 
bade is modest “I look forward |to 
the future because I want to get 
better. "Looking af the past orpy" 
reminds you of niggling failures^'.- _ 

Neither Davies nor her works 
shout at you. instead, they exude a 
quiet intensity. Her dances shim¬ 
mer and undulate rather, than 
glitter or explode. Even when her 
choreography turns fast and dense 
it never loses its essential lyridsm 
because Davies is a poet of 
movement 

At 16, she was one of the first 
students to step through the newly 
opened doors of the London Con¬ 
temporary Dance School. Though 
she had no previous dance train¬ 
ing, she became a member of 
London Contemporary Dance The¬ 
atre with breathtaking speed. Just a 
year later/ in 1967, she had begun 
what was to turn into a distin¬ 
guished performing career.. 

She stopped performing with 
abrupt deliberateness on Novem- - 
ber 3. 1983. “It was in Bath and I 
was dancing with Second Stride 
and lots of friends came down and 
wolf-whistled. 

Thad really enjoyed performing, 
but at that particular moment, if 
you want the honest truth, 1 could, 
hot bear the actual preparation for 
performance, i just could not face 
one more warm-irp. 

“I still miss ft* she admits. “If I 
could somehow just inject immedi¬ 
ate physical courage and physical 
knowledge then. yes. I would love 
to perform again. But, no. lTn not 
going to”. 

Davies. who ; had first tried her . 
hand at choreography as.early as,; 
1972, felt that the way forward 
involved stepping outside theper-.

forming process. “T had to sit 
quietly and look at the work. Not 
being in it was a lug learning tool. 

- “One of the biggest difficulties for 
dancers who turn into choreogra¬ 
phers is that their physical being is 
inside the work; therefore, if they 
feel a sensation, they automatically 
imagine that the sensation is com¬ 
ing across to the viewer. This feels 
good, so it must look 
good.' But that isn't 
necessarily so. 

“For example, 
there's-a moment in 
my new piece. Bank 
where the dancers 
must feel they Ye in 
rush hour at King’s 
Cross during a bomb 
scare. I can see that 
it’s working visually, 
but I know from a 
‘doing’ point of view 
that if I'd been in it, ^_ 
I’d have .despaired. ■ 

But since I'm sitting outside I can 
cool them down. I can say ‘It's 
working. Keep going.’ * 

When Bank premieres in Black¬ 
pool bn Friday, the dancers' sense 
at chaos will have long since been 
. transformed info what she could 
see all along. If not, then she will 
have changed it into something 
else.-Davies and her small team of 
chosen dancers work both inti¬ 
mately and co-operatively towards 
their shared goals. 

For this: spring tour there are 
only six dancers. In the autumn 
therewill be eight She explains her 
rasting strategy by saying the 
budget really only stretches to 
seven pei fa n ners. .. 

jjwugh shejs one of. Britain's 
most-honoured artists, Davies is 
financially unable to sustain her

company as a full-time concern. “It 
makes me blanch what the dancers 
have to go through in order to be 
the artists that they are. They are 
earning far less than anybody in 
this field. I mean, anybody who 
manages them, who plays music 
for them, crews for them, directs 
them, anyone who is in the theatre 
for them, is earning a far greater 
purse than they are. 
Okay, it is probably 
the same for the corps 
de ballet at the Royal 
and 1 know things are 
very tight in New 
York right now. but I 
can’t say all artists are 
suffering, so we 
should suffer too, 
because I only have 
responsibility for this 
group of people. We 
have got to keep try- 
fog to raise profile 
of dancers and not 
necessarily force them to become 
teachers or choreographers or 
whatever else.” 

Fbr the first time last year. 
Davies’s management was able to 
guarantee the dancers six months’ 
wages. Ttls in two three-month 
blocks," she explains, “which 
means they have to find their own 
methods of survival — financial, 
emotional and artistic — in the 
other blocks. Which I know is hard: 
bur af the same time, and IVegorto 
be very dear about this, I don’t 
think they work for me because 
they want me to ‘care* for them, or 
that I should in any form dominate 
their artistic lives.” 

Davies’s company has put in a 
lottery application aimed at secur¬ 
ing a sfuafoof its own. Currently it 
rehearses catch as catch can in 


venues from Greenwich to Eusion. 
The administration office is in 
Islington, the scenery stored some 
where else. 

“A studio would give me a 
professional standing," she says, 
“and now there are times when I 
feel amateur, when I may not go 
into a studio at will because i 
needed to have booked it way 
ahead in advance. 

"Obviously I dent want id be 
indulgent about it and say 1 need 
yards and yards of expensive 
London space at my disposal just 
because I want it. But the truth is. 
we're so unused to being greedy 
that we sometimes dont know how 
to demand what should be our 
due.” 

As Davies continues to pursue 
her goals she insists that she will 
not be badgered into areas she 
doesn’t think suit her or her 
dancers. She is thrilled that com¬ 
panies such as Adventures in 
Motion Pictures have had a huge 
popular success, but insists that the 
Riverdance phenomenon has noth¬ 
ing to do with the world as she 
knows it 

“We tease each other in the 
studio sometimes and I say I’m 
going to do a musical next. They ail 
look at me in absolute horror. then 
we try a few musicals steps and we 
all go. ‘well maybe not this year’. 

“I have no desire to throw my 
arms out and try and encompass 
an enormous amount! only want 
to do what is absolutely needed at 
the moment Theatres, funding 
bodies, grants applications all ask 
‘Wharis the brand new thing that 
you're going to do?* 

"Well, it’s not going to be brand 
new. Is Howard Hodgkin brand 
new? Is Damien Hirst going to be 
brand new every time? That’s not 
what an artist does. I simply want 
to be in foe right place."

repertory. But Gam' also has 
interesting things to say about 
ihe composer who he is fea tur- 
ing this season. Here the 
playing was light and airy, 
and the conductor’s Italianaie 
instinct was to emphasise 
Mendelssohn's sunny melodi¬ 
ousness.

Power to revoke order if child is protected Deciding when structure 

is part of land 


In re G (a Minor) (Adoption: 
Freeing order)

The court had power under section 
20 of the Adoption Act 1976 to 
revoke an order freeing a child Tor 
adoption even though the former 
parent could not he pmpvrly 
pemiitfud In resume sole parental 
responsibility, provided that the 
d>ild s welfare- could be projected 
hy making the revocation con¬ 
ditional on the obtaining of a cure 
urd'.T under section 31 of die 
Children Act IW) or in some other 


way. 


The House of Lords so held in 
ufluuTng an appeal by file mother 
uf Ci from the order of the Court of 
Appeal (Lord Justice Bulk-r-SInss. 
Lord Justice Saville and M r Justice 
Douglas Brown) (The Times June 
It. |sWh: 2 FLR 398) dismiss¬ 

ing her appeal against the order of 
Judge VVUJcwk. DC. in Barnstaple 
County Court in so far as he had 
refused to revoke a freeing order in 
respect of G. 

The child had been in krai 
authority' care and was freed for 
adoption in 1993. in the event, the 
prospective adopters derided not to 
proceed and he became a boarder 
at a special school experienced in 
dealing with severely emotionally 
disturbed children. 

When 12 months had elapsed 
since the freeing order and no 


adoption had been made, the local 
authority had been required by 
section 19$ uf the Mb Act to notify 
the mother of the Ekl 

The mother had then applied 
under sccrinn 20 tn revoke the 
freeing order. While accepting that 
the child should stay at the special 
school >he did nni suggest that he 
should be made suited to a fresh 
care order. The judge had refused 
to revoke the freeing order but 
grunted her limited access. 

On the mothers appeal she 
agreed that if the freeing order 
were to be revoked the focal 
authority should obtain a care 
order, bin rlu* Court of Appeal had 
held that revocation could not he 
made conditional on the obtaining 
of a care order and operated only 
so as to give the former parent sole 
and uiifcm.-n.il parental respon¬ 
sibility. Il mo. refused to order 
revnoition. 

Mr Cliarles Bloom. QC and 
M iss Sarah Forsicr for the mother: 
Mr Michael Horowitz, QC and 
Miss Huy ley Griffiths for the load 
authority; Mr Juntos Munby. QC 
and Miss Kay Firth-Bunerfidd fur 
die guardian ad litem. 


LORD BROWNE-WIL- 
KfNSON said that on the making 
of a care order under section 3L the 
parent did not lose all parental 
responsibility but shared it with 
the local authority. However, the 
authority had power to determine 
the extent lo which the parent 
might meet thur responsibility. 

The effect of the freeing order 


was that the parental respon¬ 
sibility which the mother had 
previously enjoyed was 
extinguished, file existing care 
order discharged and sole parental 
responsibility Mated in the local 
authority a* adoption agency. 

A revocation onfcr under section 
2fl was discretionary and the court 
was bound to haw regard to tlie 
need to .safeguard and promote (he 
welfare of the child. The effect of 
revocation was to vest sole pa¬ 
rental respunsibility in the parent 
hut the care order was not auto¬ 
matically revived. 

In consequence, the effect of a 
revocation order. if made, would 
be that I he full and unfettered 
parental responsibility would visi 
in the parent whether or not he nr 
she was a suiiabk- person to have 
such sole responsibility. If she was. 
not a suitable person it could nut 
be for the welfare of the child to 
make an order vesting sole respon¬ 
sibility in lier. 

Thiise factors had led the Court 
of Appeal in the conclusion that 
there was a lacuna in rite 1976 .Act 
in dealing with a child, subject (n a 
freeing order, who subsequently 
became unlikely to become 
adapted but whose parent could 
not properly he permitted to re¬ 
sume sole and unfenered 
responsibility 

The Court of Appeal, although 
initially attracted to the proposal 
that the pnsition could be cnvvred 
by a care order, felt bound fo reject 
dial course ns running counter to 


the exorcss purpose of section 20. 
His Lordship did not agree and 
emphasised the background 
against which section 20 fell to be 
construed. The parenl of a child 
enjoyed parental responsibility of 
AW kind even where (here was 
intervention under the 19?9 Act 
and had certain sraluJon' rights 
thereunder 

On the mal-jrtg of a freeing order 
all the ordinary rights or a parent 
and those statutory rights were 
extinguished. That was a nec¬ 
essary corollary to enable an 
adopu'nn to take place. 

But if the proposed adoption 
failed to materialise and there was 
no other proposed adoption pend¬ 
ing. if was hard to acvrpr that 
Pariiamoii could have intended 
that the parenl slmuld continue lo 
be deprived of all those rights. 

Section 33 did nut postulate that 
the former parent must wish for 
sole and unfettered parental 
responsibility. Parental respon¬ 
sibility could be shared. Where a 
cire order had been tnade that 
responsibility was fettered, but 
even su the former parent might 
still wish to resume parental 
responsibility, shared or fettered 
though it might he. 

There was no lacuna in the 
Adoption Act It operated along¬ 
side and us part of the general 
legislation regulating powers over 
children. There was no reason why 
the pros isionv of the .Act had to be 
read as a self-sufficient code. Tlte 
powers it conferred in retarion to 


adoption coukl. if necessary, he 
used in conjunction with and 
supplemented by the powers of the 
Children Act. 

The position was as follows: 

Where a freeing order had l*en 
made but al the end of one year 
thereafter it was dear that no 
adoption was likely to rake place 
within a short period, the freeing 
order might be revoked su as To 
restore the parent to his or her 
normal rights and to ensure that 
the child did not remain in an 
adoption limbo. 

Even if the former parent was 
not, at the dale of revocation. fit to 
have sole and unfettered respon¬ 
sibility. the court had jurisdiction 
to make the order provided that the 
welfare of the child could be 
protected whether by making the 

revocation conditional upon such 
consequential orders as were 
appropriate under (he Children 
Ad or under its inherent jurisdic¬ 
tion or in some other way. 

In the present case, there was no 
justification for keeping the freeing 
order in Curve at a rime when it wras 
accepted that no adoption- might 
ever take place. Revocation would 
lake effect upon the making of a 
care order relating lo the child 
under section 31 of the 1989 Act.

Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor. so held in the Chancery 
Division on a notice of motinn 
issued hy the plaintiff seeking an 
under that the defendant, his 
former employer, disclose precise 
derails of allegations made against 
him which formed the basis for his 
dismissal and the identity nf the 
complainant who made the allega¬ 
tions and that he beat liberty to use 
the documents and information so 
provided in 3n action against the 
unidentirted informant.

THE VICE-CHANCELLOR 
said Ihe plaintiff had been the 
operations manager of the defen¬ 
dant company and was employed 
it i put out to tender major con¬ 


tracts. Mis employment involved 
considerable responsibility and his 
status was fairly senior. 

At the end of May 1W> the 
managing director of the cumpany 
toid the plaintiff that a third parry 
had made allegations against him 
of a serious nature. When the 
plaintiff asked for details of the 
allegations the managing director 
refused to specify their nature or 
the identity uf the informant. 

The plaintiff's contract of 
employment contained terms 
requiring certain disciplinary 
proceedings to he foik>wed. Al a 
hearing attended hy the managing 
director and two members of the 
personnel department, but at 
which (he plaintiff's solicitor wits 
nut permitted to he present, allega¬ 
tions of gross misconduct in 
connection with dealings with 
external contractors were trade. 

The plaintiff's request for further 
information was jgain refused 
and the plaintiff was summarily 
dismissed without pay. His Lord- 
ship categorised that disciplinary 
hearing a Jarce. as he did the 
plaintiff's unsuccessful appeal 
fmm il. 

The plaintiff was now seriously 
prejudiced in his efforts to obtain 
other employment. It was known 
in (he industry that lie had been 
dismissed for impropriety for 
which he could give no explana¬ 


tion. Any future potential em¬ 
ployer would ask who had pre¬ 
viously employed him ami huw 
rhai employment had Terminated 

The plaintiff therefore com¬ 
menced an action against the 
company, inter alia, to compel it to 
disclose the precise nature of the 
allegations made against him and 
the identity of the informant 
Essentially he sought relief on 
Norwich Pharmacol Co v Customs 
and Ernie Commissioners ([1974) 
AC 133) grounds. 

Norwich Pharmacol established 
the propositiun that an action 
might be brought against one 
party solely to obtain discovery nf 
documents to enable the plaintiff to 
bring art action against another 
person. But there were limits to the 
jurisdiction. 

In that case, Lnrd Reid liad said 
(at pl74):. .a person might know 
(hat a particular person is in 
possession of a libellous lctier 
which he has good reason to 
believe defames him but die au¬ 
thor of which he omnui discover. 1 
am satisfied that it would not be 
proper ... to order discovery in 
order that ihe person who has 
suffered damage might be able lo 
find and sue the’ wrongdoer. 
Neither authority, principle nor 
public policy would justify ih.it "

"They seem n« me to point to a very 
reasonable principle that if 
through no fault of his own a 
person gets mixed up in (he 
tortious acts of others so as to

•riving him full information and 
disclosing (he identity of the 
wrongdoers. -. 

"lam the more inclined to reach 
this result because it is dear that if 
the person mixed up in the affair 
has to any extent incurred any 
liability to ihe person wronged, he 
must make full disdosure even 
though the person wronged has no 
intention of proceeding against 
him. 

“It would I think be quite 
illogical to make his obligation to 
disduse the identity of the real 
offenders depend on whether or 
no) he has himself incurred some 
minor liability."

brought bn to the ate. Did they 
fo be chattels when they were 
built into the composite stnicmre? , 

The answer to that question, as 
Mr Justice Blackburn had pom ted 
ouc in Holland v Hodgson ((1S7Z) 
LR. 7 CP-329, depended on foe- 
circumstances of eadi case, but 
mainly on two factors, the degree 
of annexation to the land and the 
abject of the annexation, 

' The importance of die degree of 
annexation varied from object to 
object In the case of a large object, 
such as a. bouse* ihe question did 
not often arise. Annexation went 
without saying. 

However, where a house was 
constructed in such a way that it 
was removable, whether as a uiut 
or in sections it might remain a 
chattel, even though it was ron- 
nected temporarily , to mains ser¬ 
vices such, as water and dectriaty. 

But a house which was con¬ 
structed in such a way that it coufd 
not be -removed at alL save by 
destruction, could not have been 
intended'to remain as a chattel. It 
must have been intended to form 
part of die realty, 

There was, therefore, oo doubt 
that when Mr Morris's bungalow 
was built and as each of the timber 
frame walls were placed in pos¬ 
ition, they all became part of the 

strutture which was itself part and 

parcel of the land.

B ui what's in a name? 
In last week's Reed 
survey. 10 per cent of 
senior secretaries S3y 
they are no longer called 
secretaries. Favourite titles 
now are business administra¬ 
tor. executive assistant, office 

manager and administrative 

supervisor. However, the vast 
majority. -45 per cent, say they 
are called PAs and 44 per cent 
cuminue to be called secretar¬ 
ies. Most agree that the title of 
secretary should noi be under¬ 
valued. 

Mr Mitchell says that secre¬ 
taries in the rhree groups haw 
three different titles. The first 
group, dealing with presenta¬ 
tion material, arc called the 
production assistants: the sec¬ 
ond group are the case-team 
secretaries and the third group 
are the personal assistants. 
Ms Marlin say's that each 
group is happy with its differ¬ 
ent title. Mr Mitchell adds that 
■"secretary" is not a derogatory 
term in the company, and that 
j label is a lot less important 
than the rule. 

"Whether or not the job 
gains a new tide." says Mr 
Reed, “this is certainly the rime 
to re-appraise the importance 
cf secretaries’ as real decision 
makers wit It in modern 
organisations."

^ A recent survey of 245 senior 
~ secretaries by Reed Employ¬ 
ment Services shows that 
many wield real financial 
power. James Reed, a director 
of Reed Employment Services, 
says that die findings, pub¬ 
lished last week, show that die 
role of secretaries continues to 
grow. 

Nearly half of those ques¬ 
tioned have, same degree bf 
financial control. Forty-six per 
cent can sign off money for a 
single project on their own' 
authority, without asking for 
additional clearance. 

Of these, 28 per cent can 
sign off up "to £ 1,000 on their 
own authority, and 18 per cent 
either have limits that are 
higher or. an unlimited 


amount which they can sign 
off on any one project without 
dealing their decision. ' 

Closer analysis of the 18 per 
cent with higher limits shows 
that 12 per cent can sign off 
between U . 000 and £ 10,000 on 

any one project, 2 per cent can 

sign off between EJO.OOO and 
£50.000 and 4 per cent either 
have no set' limit- or an 
unlimited budget under their 
own control. ■ 

Ah additional 41 per cent of. 
.secretaries are given a budget 
within which to work. But, as. 
the suivey states, the influence 
of senior secretaries, on final 
purchasing decisions does not 
end there. Secretaries also 
have great influence when 
deriding which supplier an 
organisation chooses. 

Thirty-five per cent of secre¬ 
taries say they influence deci¬ 
sions about holds, 38 per cent 
help to choose travel com¬ 
panies or airlines, 23 per cent 
have a say in which courier 
company their firm uses and 
50 per cent influence which 
stationery supplier is chosen. 


Liz Martin. 24. works in 
Mayfair as a PA for The 
Boston Consulting Group, an 
international leader In strate¬ 
gy consulting. She has a 
degree in international busi¬ 
ness studies from Brunei 
University and started with 
the group after leaving univer¬ 
sity. She has worked her way 
up to'her present job. "I was 
thrilled to find that I was 
working for one of the top 
companies in the very field 
that I had been studying al 
university." she says. 

She agrees that she has a 
certain influence in travel 
arrangements, "because I 
know which airlines or hotels 
my bosses prefer", but says the 
group has its. own travel 
department which makes the 
bookings. 

It seems that the technology 
which, it was originally 
thought would drive secretar¬ 
ies out of a job, has in fact 
expanded their role. A previ¬ 
ous Reed survey, based on 408 
organisations, showed that 57 
per cent of employers felt that 
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Liz Martin says that she is thrilled to work for one of the top companies in the field that she studied at university 


secretaries have more projects 
which are wholly their own 
responsibility than a few years 
ago. Fifty-six per cent of em¬ 
ployers questioned said secre¬ 
taries took more derisions on 
their own now’, and 48 per cent 
frit that secretaries these days 
are more like coordinating 
managers. 

Paul Mitchell, office admin¬ 
istrator and partner of The 
Boston Consulting Group, 
agrees that he sees PAs as 


managers of their bosses. But 
he says that in the case of ltis 
organisation it is not the 
objectives of the secretarial 
role which have changed dur¬ 
ing the past ten years, it is the 
means by which they are 
played out that has altered. 

Effective and flexible tech¬ 
nology has increased the scope 
of a secretary's work. “.As the 
work of business people be¬ 
comes more demanding, there 
is a constant search for more 


effective ways of using one’s 
rime. This means that bosses 
are delegating more work to 
secretaries." Mr Mitchell says. 

Ms Martin works for two 
partners, one of whom does 
not have a computer. “I do the 
computer-based work for him. 
including his e-mails." she 
says. However, both boss and 
secretary agree that the expan¬ 
sion of technology has meant 
that some secretarial tasks 
have disappeared. 


“I can’t remember the last 
time dictation or shorthand 
were required here." says Mr 
Mitchell. “Our consulting staff 
will partially create a docu- 
ntenr on a computer am) ibe 
secretary will hune it" He is in 
charge of 25 to 30 secretaries 
divided into three groups. 

One group works on the 
production of material for 
presentation and discussion 
with clients. The second group 
gives administrative supporr

Would you pay 
to lord it up? 

If you have the money, you could buy 


your way into the unlanded gentry 


P ossibly the largest ever 
auction of lordships and 
baronies will be held by 
the agent Strutt & Parker later 
next week, and there are titles 
for all takers, Amanda Loose 
writes. One particular lordship 
has caught the eyes of many: the 
lordship of Brighton Lewes be¬ 
cause Chris Eubank is believed 
to be a possible bidder. The 
flamboyant gentleman-boxer 
paid £45.000 last year for the 
right to style himself Lord of 
Brighton. The Brighton Lewes 
tide was once held at one lime by 
Hamelin. son of Geoffrey of 
Anjou. 

Three baronies and 33 lord- 
ships of the manor will be of¬ 
fered for sale at the 
Ironmongers Hall in the City, 
and many are among the 13.418 
manorial lordships listed in the 
Domesday Book. Baronies can 
go for up to £100.000. but a 
lordship could be yours for a 
more modest £6.000 or so. 

The lordship of Btisland, 
Cornwall, once owned by Rob¬ 
ert, Count of Mortain, the big¬ 
gest landowner in Norman Eng¬ 
land. and also by the 
Molesworth family, is for sale, 
as are five titles held by Eari 
Spencer, induding die lordship 
of Battersea, which is attracting 
much interest 

The Eari of Chichester is 
offering the lordship of Ripe in 
East Sussex.. 

Historically, baronies and 
lordships conferred a title, lands 
and specific rights to the holder 
and were the monarch’s way of 
rewarding loyal subjects. Hold¬ 
ers were allowed to set up gal¬ 
lows in their villages, raise pri¬ 
vate armies, claim local ship 
wrecks and to colled a herring 
rent from their tenants — fish in 
lieu of money. 

Now. says Richard Wool- 
liams of Strutt & Parker, the 
titles, most of them held by the 
Royal Family, the Church Com¬ 
missioners and the Dukes of 
Devonshire and Northumber¬ 
land. confer few rights. He ex¬ 
plains that people are selling 
because the titles have no real 
meaning. “Often." he adds, 
"their families have sold the 
estate to which the tide refers 
and have bought another. None 
of the tides we are selling comes 
with the lands to which they 
refer. Holders are merely enti¬ 
tled to call themselves Lord of 


wherever and to print the title on 
their passport cheques and 
headed noiepaper. New holders 
can apply for their own coat of 
arms, induding (heir family 
name." 

Despite the lack of perks, 
there are. according to Mr V\'ool-

Tait savours chance to ride into history hero worship 


I f you were to take a straw 
poll on the name of New 
Zealand's Olympic three- 
day event champion, 90 per 
cent would probably say Mark 
Todd. They would be wrong. 
The answer is Blyth Tait (or 
“Blind Date”, as one seven- 
year-old ventured). 

Tait. 36. has been world 
champion (1990), Olympic 
bronze medal-winner (1992), 
the world's highest-ranked 
rider (1992.1994 and 1996) and 
won the individual gold and 
team bronze in Atlanta last 
summer, but still lacks the 
recognition enjoyed by his 
compatriot. Badminton, 
which starts tomorrow, may 
unlock his fame. 

It was Todd's first win, in 
19SQ, that propelled a little- 
known dairy farmer to the 
forefront of the sport, and Tait 
will not be satisfied until he 
has won it He has come tant- 
alisingly dose. In four at¬ 
tempts he has been runner-up 
three times and was fifth last 
year on Chesterfield, the horse 
that he rides this week. “It's 
the one every rider wants to 
win," Tait said. “The pressure 
there is enormous." 

That should be to his advan¬ 
tage. Few riders have come 
under greater pressure than 
Tait did in Atlanta, when he 
found himself contesting the 
individual event on the eight- 
year-old Ready Teddy, a horse 
which had been a novice the 
previous year. 

Originally selected as re¬ 
serve. Tait took Ready Teddy 
to Atlanta rather than his 
more experienced horse, 
Aspyring. because he thought 
the younger horse woufd with¬ 
stand the heat and travelling 
better. When Todd's horse. 
Kayem, went lame, he and 
Ready Teddy were called up. 

"\ remember thinking. 'My 
goodness, I'm here at the

Olympics on a green horse, 
but I've said he can do it so I 
must prove he can’," Tait said. 
The ride that he produced has 
been hailed as one of the great 
feats of horsemanship. “I de¬ 
cided to start off as if I meant 
to win" Tait said, “and if he 
wasn't coping I’d pull him up 
— but he just kept flying." 

Olympic success did at least 
bring recognition at home. 
While his 1990 world champ¬ 
ionship win on Messiah had 
been lost on a wider public. 
Tait's Olympic performance 
was televised at 3am. and most 
of the country seem to have 
watched it. Ten thousand 
people fined the streets of his 
home town at Pukekohe when 
he returned. 

The gold medal also eased 
financial worries. Although 
sponsored byToggi since 1992. 
Tait has had to spend a Jot of 
time teaching to make ends 
meet. Support from the New 
Zealand Sports Foundation, 
which regards Tait Todd and 
Andrew Nicholson as three of 
the country's likely medal- 
winners far the Sydney Olym¬ 
pics in 2000. now allows Tait 
to concentrate on his riding 
and training. 

like his compatriots, he 
bases himself in England — at 
Susanne van Heyningen's 
yard near Northleach. in 
Gloucestershire — in order to 
benefit from its eventing facili¬ 
ties. "If you deride in New 
Zealand you want to event 
seriously, the only answer is to 
come to England," Tait said. 
There just aren't the facilities 
at home." 

The chairman of the Inter¬ 
national Equestrian Riders 
Association. Tait recently criti¬ 


cised the ruling that will 
restrict foreign riders to one 
horse at the Mitsubishi Mo¬ 
tors Badminton Horse Trials 
this year, while allowing cer¬ 
tain British riders to have two. 
"We understood the predica¬ 
ment," Tait said, "but it was 
disappointing for us that a 
system couldn’t be worked out 
which was fair. It must be in 
Badminton's interests to have 
the best 80 horses in the world 
running." 

Tait has had to drop his 
second ride, on Aspyring, and 
will pin his hopes on Chester¬ 
field. The Il-year-old gelding, 
a tough New Zealand thor¬ 
oughbred. was offered to him 
in 1994 after his rider, Melissa 
Bradley, had been killed in a 
car accident.

might have resulted in a 
missed game. A further point 
against jumping to Three 
Clubs is that East would feel 
discouraged from bidding on 
if he had a singleton club, yet 
that is a good holding opposite 
West’s hand. 

(3] East'S jump to Five Clubs 
showed that he did not sub- 
serif*? to the view I expressed 
above, that Three Clubs 
should show four-card heart 
support.

Instead, the ball 
flew to ' Dean Janes, his 
opposite number and once a 
team-mate in- the:Australia 
side, who had positioned him¬ 
self at short extra cover for just 
such a stroke. Worcestershire, 
set to make 232, would not get 
there and Moody knew it - 
He bowed his head and took 
his leave slowly, though the 
shame was not his. He had' 
made 77 out of 130.; making 
good die loss of four wickets to 
give his side a chance 6f- 
gaining the victory that they 
needed to progress from this 
difficult group. Now. even if 
they win their. last match, at 
Old Trafford next Monday, 
they are unlikely to Qualify for 
the quarter-finals of the Ben¬ 
son and Hedges Cup.

WALSALL Lancashire (2pts) 
beat Minor Counties by 35 
runs 

NO SIDE defending the Ben¬ 
son and Hedges Cup has ever 
been beaten by non-first-dass 
opposition, but Minor Coun¬ 
ties came far closer than the 
scorecard implies to upsetting 
that record yesterday. 

Chasing 211 to overcome 
Lancashire, they had rushed 
to 91 for one after 13 overs 
when Larkins attempted to 
hoist the first delivery from 
Yates, the off spinner, over 
mid-wickeL The stroke was 
ill-timed in every sense and. in 
a swirling wind. Crawley 
accepted foe chance. Lanca¬ 
shire never looked back. 

There is an opinion within 
Minor Counties circles that 
younger players deserve to be 
chosen ahead of the likes of 
Larkins and Radford, who 
have enjoyed decent careers 
in the professional game. In 
selecting such an inappropri¬ 
ate shot, Larkins hardly ad¬ 
vertised the virtue of 
experience. 

That Minor Counties had 
begun so confidently owed 
much to Dean, a teacher in 
Unoxeter. He scored 41 in 35 
bails, including a hooked six 
off Austin that soared out of 
the ground, but followed a 
well-directed bait from Green 
to Hegg. the wicketkeeper. 

Lancashire had burrowed 
an escape tunnel on the first 
day. when Fairbrother led 
them from 41 for five to 
respectability. Seemingly 
trapped again, they proceeded 
to dig away for a second time. 
Coclfoain and Ecclestone fell 
with the score on 1 02 and 
Dalton, after taking 16 from 
one Peter Martin over, holed 
out to Crawley at deep cover. 

Austin returned to ensnare 
three victims and, despite a 
ninth-wicket stand of 30 be¬ 
tween Radford and Sharp. 
Lancashire were determined 
not to let the two points slip. 
They remain in contention for 
a place in the quarter-finals.

Bigger is not better in Britain

T o The Oxfordshire, 
then, the venue for the 
Internationa! Open, 
which starts tomorrow- Ox¬ 
fordshire is a county of honey- 
coloured houses, of tranquil 
pubs, the county of that univ¬ 
ersity. In the Wind in the 
Willows, Kenneth Grahame 
wrote: 

“The clever men at Oxford 
know all that there is to be 
knowed 

But they none of them know 
one half as much 
As intelligent Mr Toad ." 

And yet I shall set off this 
morning with no more enthu¬ 
siasm than a student attend¬ 
ing an early tutorial with a 
particularly bilious professor. 
The Oxfordshire does not wel¬ 
come me as Wentworth and 
Sunningdale do. Send me to 
Swinley Forest, to Ganton. to 
WoodbaJI Spa and my spirits 
uill soar. But nothing similar 
happens, sadly, when duty 
requires my presence at The 
Oxfordshire. 

The course and che club¬ 
house seem unsympathetic to 


their surroundings. To come 
upon fhedubat the base of the 
Chiltems is as surprising as 
coming upon a pine tree in the 
desert 

The Oxfordshire has acres 
of water. It has that dun- 
coloured grass that one 
assocares with the seaside. It 
has many artificial spectator 
mounds, cart paths, massive 
bunkers. Both its dubhouse 
and its golf course shriek at 
you. grab your attention with 

their muscularity. I am a 

minimalist not a maximalist 

and I feel that The Oxfordshire 
has as much subtlety as a 
Tiger Woods drive. 

It is a big course, well over 
7.000 yards, covering a huge 
acreage. I am unable to warm 
to it for the same reason I do 
not like big noisy people. It is 
overstated. It leaps up and 
down in front of me saying: 
“Here I am. aren’t I big and 
strong?"

many parts of Britain, 1 am 
unconvinced that bigger is 
better. Why on such courses 
are there so many bunkers 
and why are so many so big? 
Why are inland courses bum 
to indude characteristics nor¬ 
mally assodated with seaside 
courses? Water is needed for 


irrigation but does it need to 
be brought into play on seven 
of the 18 holes? 

Water per se is not offensive. 
Look at the SwOcan Bum at St 
Andrews, the Suez Canal at 
Royal St George’s and the 
Barry Bum at Carnoustie. 
“Water" wrote the late PBter 
Dobereiner. ‘creates neuroses 
in golfers. The very thought of 
this harmless fluid robs them 
of the normal powers of ratio¬ 
nal thought, turns their legs to 
jelly and produces a palsy of 
the upper limbs." 

For this reason it is a 
legitimate weapon for a golf 
course architect in the contin¬ 
ual struggle for supremacy 
over the golfer. Bobby Jones 
said that die difference be¬ 
tween a bunker and a water 
hazard is the difference be¬ 
tween a car crash and a plane 
crash — “you have some 
chance of recovering from a 
car crash" ‘ 

In Florida, where the water 
table is only a few feet below 
the surface, to move earth is to 
reveal water. At The Oxford¬ 
shire, however, as at other 


similar style courses, such 
huge expanses of water merely- 
look out of place and artificial 

Hus is not an attack upon 
the work of Rees Jones, who 
designed Hie Oxfordshire, 
Bob Cupp, at East Sussex 
National, and Robert Treat 
Jones, at Celtic Manor, all of 
whom are rightly praised. No 
one can match Jones for the 
sympathetic manner in which 
he restores great courses that 
have became tired. 

Rather, it is a plea that if 
new courses are to be built in 
Britain they should comple¬ 
ment their surroundings not 
challenge them. 

Why should golf courses in 
Britain resemble those in Flor¬ 
ida? fc it fo r gotten that the 
challenges posed by 25 
strategically placed bunkers' 
can be as great as by 75, that 
some water hazards are ac¬ 
ceptable but that water on too 
many holes becomes tedious 
and time-wasting? The Ox¬ 
fordshire and Hs ilk sit in 
Britain as sympathetically as 
Ganton would in southern 
California.

MARY ROBINSON, the Pres¬ 
ident of the Irish Republic,

take enormous pride in show¬ 
ing the spoils of victory to the 
Old Tra fiord faithful before 
United’s closing FA Carling 
Premiership match of the sea¬ 
son against West Ham United 
on Sunday. 

The scar on Doherty's left 
cheek hints at a chequered 
youth, but that could not be 
farther from the truth. In fact, 
the injury was sustained when, 
as a child. Doherty fell off a roof 
on to the rim of an oil drum. 

Doherty captured the first of 
his two Irish amateur titles at 
16. won the world junior 
championship in Iceland in 
June 1989 and. five months 
later, travelled to Singapore, 
where he became the first 
Irish winner of the world 
amateur championship. 

Although Doherty did not 


make an immediate impact as 
a professional, he eventually 
enjoyed a significant break¬ 
through by prevailing at the 
1993 Regal Welsh Open and 
also won the Scottish Masters, 
a prominent invitation event, 
in 1993 and 1994. Last season, 
he won the Dr Martens Euro¬ 
pean League. 

Doherty is undoubtedly an 
- unexpected champion, but by 
beating Stephen Hendry, he 
did not cause an upset equal to 
that of Joe Joluison’s victory 
over Steve Davis in the 19S7 
final. After ail. Doherty is one 
of only ten players to compile 
over 100 century breaks in 
competition, and. assisted by 
the £210.000 first prize, he has 
climbed to ninth in the all-time 
money-list, with total tourna¬ 
ment earnings of £1.152,470. 

With not an enemy on the 
circuit and with such an 
unassuming disposition, 
Doherty cannot fail to be a 
popular champion. The next 
question is whether he will be 
a successful one. 

"1 am certainly not going to 
•rest on my laurels." Doherty 
said yesterday in the wake of 
his 18-12 victory over Hendty 
at the Crucible Theatre in 
Sheffield. “This result is cer¬ 
tain to give me a lot of 
confidence and make me 
believe in myself. Mind you. it 
also means that my opponents 
will want to beat me more 
from now on. That comes with 
the territory." 

Doherty has risen to a 
career-high No 3 in the world 
rankings for the I997-9S sea¬ 
son and is sufficiently level¬ 
headed and conscientious to 
be a regular tournament win¬ 
ner. but whether he can seri¬ 
ously threaten Hendry’s world 
No I status is doubtful. At 2S, 
Hendry remains at the height 
of his powers. It is a measure 
of his talent that, despite 
patently suffering from the 
cumulative effects of mental 
fatigue during the final, he

still built five century breaks. 
Hendry was the victim of his 
own consistency. Since losing 
to Matthew Stevens in the first 
round of the Grand Prix last 
October, he has been involved 
in the quarter-finals or better 
or 12 consecutive events and.

over his closest pursuer. John 
Higgins, in the rankings than 
at the corresponding stage last 
year, when he wot the champ¬ 
ionship.

When h comes to shopping 
people, however, nobody does it 
better than Roger Cook who 
. returned with a new' series of Tbe 
Cook Report (TTV). Whether you 
like or loathe this self-appointed 
television crusader, you haw to 
admire his front That’s partly 


because he is now so big you cant 
see round to the sides, but also 
because lie has the nerve of a 
belligerent bull eiephanr. 

“There something you should 
know." he said, calmly enjoying a 
light snack with two Spaniards 
who had just arranged for him to 
go on a gorilla hunt ill exchange 
for umpteen thousand dollars:

Cook, you see. had 
turned his dossier of wrong-doings 
over to that well-known bastion of 
animal rights, the Spanish au¬ 
thorities. “They will be hearing 
from them soon," he said with 
utter confidence. Probably to orga¬ 
nise a gorilla fight. OI£. 


Cook’s investigation into big 
same hunting seemed on more 
certain and shocking ground in 
South Africa, where he exposed the 
cruelly of “canned hunts", which 
involve big cats such as lions and 
even imported tigers being shot — 
not in the wild but in fenced 
enclosures of a couple of hundred 
acres. “It's like shooting fish in a 
barrel." explained one former em¬ 
ployee, appalled by discovering 
what the lions were reared for. 

B ut the owners of these 
camps also lure wild lions 
from the Kruger National 
Park into their enclosures. And it 
was just as he had one of these in 
his sights that Cook — posing very 
convincingly as a rich, unfit and 
incompetent rrophy-hunter — 
pulled off one of his greatest Roger 
Cook moments. As his armed 
guide whispered advice. Cook sud¬ 
denly opted for full volume: “Let 
me tell you why I’m not going to 


shoot that lion. Because he doesnt 
stand a chance. I’m a television 
reporter...” You know the rest: 
rows, road-blocks and a dossier 
handed to the South African High 
Commission in London. They 
promised to do something about ir. 

Nobody. 1 suspect, will do 
anything about Touching Evil 
(ITV). the first story of which con¬ 
cluded last night. No maner that 
the plot made only the baresr 
sense. Nu matter that some of the 
legal manoeuvrings were complete 
nonsense (“Kessler are worth bil¬ 
lions — if Hinks goes down their 
name goes with in. No maner fhat 
Cyril, the overweight psychic, 
turned out to be surplus baggage 
after a few minutes of X Files- 
esque subplot. 

For. despite all these deficiencies 
and a weak cop-out of an ending. 
Touching Evil worked very well, 
another triumph of style and 
Robson Green nver substance. Bit 
depressing, really.

Report proposes overhaul 
of the Football League 


Gascoigne runs out 
of time for England

STAND by. the revolution is 
about ro begin. An indepen¬ 
dent report that was pub¬ 
lished yesterday proposes 
radical changes to take the 
Football League, perhaps 
kicking and screaming, into 
the next millennium. It 
warned that if its recommen¬ 
dations were rejected, many of 
the league’s 72 clubs would 
disappear. 

The 142-page consultation 
document, which cost about 
EI00.00Q and look four 
months to produce, was pre¬ 
sented in London by DeEoitte 
& Touche, the management 
consultancy firm. Its propos¬ 
als will be discussed at a 
specially convened meeting of 
league chairmen tomorrow 
but will not be voted on until 
the annual meeting next 
month. Even then, implemen¬ 
tation is unlikely until the start 
nf the I**®-"*) season. 

Gerry Boon, of Deloirte & 
Touche, delivered a grim 
message. “You must deride 
what you want to be.” he said. 
"There is no standstill option, 
you are withering on the vine. 
You either go" forward or 
backwards: there are no easy 
options. If you want to secure 


a future, rather than defend 
the past you have to consider 
this report," 

Boon criticised the league's 
administrative structure, with 
its headquarters in Lytham St 
Annes. Lancashire, and laby¬ 
rinth of committees. The 
league is a big business and 
needs to act like one." he said. 
"It has a service ro provide ro 
clubs and should not under¬ 
mine them. It must be market 
led and not administration 
driven. 

"Communication is poor 
with clubs and within the 
dubs. Revenue generation has 
to be the primary concern of 
the league, it needs a proper 
business plan. The old man¬ 
agement style has to go." 

Trie key point of the report 
and its most controversial, is 
the amalgamation of the 24- 
riub third division with the 22- 
strona Yauxhall Conference, 
which would then be split into 
two sections, north and south. 
Promotion to the second divi¬ 
sion could be increased to four 
or five clubs, including those 
from the play-offs, and one 
dub from each section would 
be demoted into a reformed 
Conference. 

“We feel very positive about 
this." John Moules. the secre¬ 


tary of the Conference, said 
yesterday. “It's something 
we've been working towards 
far ten years. We’re delighted 
that we now have a competi¬ 
tion worthy of being included 
in the league structure.” 

Other proposals indude the 
reorganisation of the Coca- 
Cola Cup, with sides from the 
FA Carling Premiership and 
first division not entering the 
competition until the third 
round. An additional early 
round, played over two legs, 
would be needed to accommo¬ 
date the increased league 
membership. Later ties would 
be derided on the night, with¬ 
out replays.

"Income is reducing but 
costs are rising all the time, 
with league wages having 
increased by 64 per cent over 
the past four seasons. There 
are 20 dubs who, if the Inland 
Revenue wanted to, could be 
dosed down. The vast major¬ 
ity are trading at a loss." 

Though many of the recom¬ 
mendations are likely to re¬ 
ceive a lukewarm response 
from the tradi tionalists. David 
Sheepshanks, the league 
chairman, who commissioned 
the report, is adamant that ft 
represents the only way 
forward. 

“The fact remains that 58 of 
the 72 dubs- are showing net 
operating losses, before trans¬ 
fers, for last year," he said. 
“Operating costs have out¬ 
stripped income. I hope we 
can aspire to a new dynamic 
age. in which we can create a 
dimate for individual dubs to 
prosper."
